EVOLT SERIOUS 


Sultan Greatly Alarmed— 
Troops Rushed to Vucsteen. 
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A RUSSIAN CONSUL WOUNDED 


Christians Fleeing from Old Servia— 
Severe Fighting at Mitrovitza, in 
Which the Rebels are Repulsed.

LONDON, April 2.—The latest Balkan 
news, says the Vienna correspondent of 
The Times, severely tests the optimism 
of official circles and causes serious 
misgivings elsewhere. 

It seems, the correspondent says, that 
Russia and Austria are giving Turkey a 
free hand in the repression of disorder. 
Nevertheless, M. Stcherbina, the Russian 
Consul at’ Mitrovitza, has been wounded 
by Albanians, and the Turks are bom- 
barding villages while waiting for the 
arrival of Kurdish cavalry. 

The correspondent thinks there is con- 
siderable danger that the Turkish meth- 
ods of repression will stir “ atrocities ag- 
itation ’ not only in Western Europe, 
but also in Russia, where the opportunity 
would be welcomed by the Pan-Slav- 
ists. Russia dreads such agitation. 
Hence the efforts to forestall it by the 
publication of Consular reports in The j 
Official Messenger and to cast the re- 
sponsibility beforehand on the British 
and French press. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
The Times says the Grand Vizier visited 
the Russian Ambassador, M. Zinovieff, 
in order to express regret at the attack 
on M. Stcherbina. The Palace sent Selim 
Pasha and the Foreign Office sent Nouri 
Bey on similar errands. 

The correspondent adds that in spite of 
its inglorious failure the attack on Mit- 
rovitza is warmly applauded by the AlI- 
banians who compose the Sultan’s body- 


guard, 

A dispatch from Sofia to The Times 
Says the local papers announce that the 
destruction of a village near Istib by the 
Turks was ordered by Sabri Bey, the 
Kaimakam of Istib, who was informed 
that an insurgent band was being shel- 
tered by the peasants. Sabri has received 
promotion in rank and a gold medal from 
the Sultan.

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 1.—Details of 
thé disturbances in North Albania show 
that the revolt which has broken out there 
“wagainst the reform scheme of the powers is 
very seriods., : 
* §everal thousand armed Albanians sur- 
rounded the town of Vucsteen, on the 
. Mitrovitza-Uskub Railroad, on March 29, 
and demanded the surrender of eleven Ser- 
vian gendarmes who had been enlisted in 
accordance with the reform plans. The 
Governor surrendered the Servians, who 
Were bound and taken to Pristina, after 
having been” maltreated. Bands of Al- 
banians later surrounded Mitrovitza, and 
serious fighting ensued with the Turkish 
garrison, consisting of 3,000 troops. The 
fighting continued until March 30, when the 
Albanians were finally repulsed with great 
loss. 

Heavy reinforcements have been ordered 
from Asia Minor and elsewhere to the 
gecene of the outbreak in order to suppress 
the rebellion. 

The Albanian rising has caused a panic 
@mong the Christians of Old Servia, who 
are fleeing toward Servia. 

A panic has occurred at Prilep in conse- 
quence of the growing fanaticism of the 
Ajbaniens against the Christians. The lat- | 
ter have closed their shops and schools, and 
are preparing to seek refuge at Monastir. 
Numbers of Christians have been murdered 
in the Prilep district during the past few 
days. 

The news of the Albanian outbreak made 
a great impression at the Yildiz Palace. 
The Sultan was intensely exercised, and 
meusures were immediately taken to watch 
the two Albanian battalions belonging to 
the Imperial Guard, which are on duty at 
the palace, in order to prevent disorder. 

VIENNA, April 1.—A dispatch to the Neue 
Freie Presse from Belgrade says that M. 
Stchergina, the Russian Consul at Mitro- 
¥itza, has been wounded in the back. 

The rebellion in Macedonia is considered ; 
fiere to have begun already, and the situa- 
tion will, it is expected, become worse. The 
Albenian movement is regarded as specially 
dgpgercus, because the Sultan will hardly | 
dare to suppress it, he being surrounded by 
Albenian guards at the Yildiz Kiosk.

THE KAISER AND THE SULTAN. | 


Germany Declared to be Partly Respon- | 


sible for Conditions in the Balkans.

LONDON, April 2—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times says that the 
French press has been accused by certain 
German papers of having contributed to 
promote the agitation in Southeastern 
Europe. A correspondent of the Siecle, 
apparently well informed, makes the 
trenchant retort that Germany has hith- 
erto been the most efficacious supporter 
of the Sultan and his “ unspeakable ”’ 
régime. In the midst of the Armenian 
tragedy, it is remarked, Emperor Will- 
iam thought proper to go to Constanti- 
nople and embrace his friend the Sultan, 
and now he sends the Crown Prihce to 
do homage at the Yildiz Kiosk. The 
Siecle’s correspondent adds: 

“If, as is almost certain, the Macedo- 
nian reform plan fails, the healthy, im- 
partial elernent of the public opinion of 
the civilized world will attribute the re- 
sponsibility partly to Germany.” 

The writer goes on to declare that it is 
the Christian population, and not the 
Turks, who work and produce anything. 
Therefore, by allowing the Christians to 
be annihilated, Germany is deliberately 
tolerating the destruction of the source 
whence her merchants draw their money. 
It is a clumsy policy, he says. 

The Times’s correspondent says that 
more than one European Chancellery 
views with concern the increasing infat- 
uation of the Sultan due to Germany’s 
ostentatious patronage. 


NEW PLAN TO AID IRELAND. 


Lord Iveagh and Mr. Pirrie to Develop 
the Country’s Transport Facilities 
at Their Own Expense‘

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LONDON, April 2.—In the course of a dis- } 


cussion of the Irish development grant in 
the House of Commons yesterday Chief 
Secretary Wyndham, in moving that £185,- 
000 be granted annually for development 
purposes in Ireland, said a genuine indus- 
trial revival was taking place in that coun- 
try, and added that he was authorized to 
announce that Lord Iveagh (Edward Cecil 
Guinness) of Dublin and the Right Hon. 
W. J. Pirrie of Belfast, (Chairman of the 
Hariand & Wolff Shipbuilding Company,) 
were prepared, in a spirit of patriotism and 
in view of the happier conditions prevail- 
ing, to provide the capital necessary for 
developing the transport facilities of the 
country. This they proposed to do without 
going to the public for help. Mr. Wyndham 
concluded by ‘saying: 

“There has been nothing 
patriotic, and businesslike in 
the eighteenth century.” 

The motion was adopted. , 

The details of the transport scheme which 
Lord Iveagh and Mr. Pirrie have 
have not yet been divulged. It is generally 
expected that the plans provide for either 
a network of light railways or an extensive 
service of motor ears for the benefit of 
the agricultural districts. Lord Iveagh har 
already spent £250,000 in transforming the 
Dublin stums Into decent dwellings for the 
working class. 

An interesting report is current in Bel- 
fast that, as an outcome of Mr. Wynd- 
ham’s promised civil service economies in 
Ireland, all recruiting for the Royal Irish 
Constabulary has ceased, and that a con- 
siderable reduction in the existing strength 
of the Constabulary is contemplated.

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SCANDAL THREATENED 
OVER CORONERS BILL 


Affidavits May Be Presented in 
Proof of Corrupt Influences. 


New York City Members Angry Over 
Hold-Up in the Assembly—City Bills 
Before Both Houses.

ALBANY, April 1.—Republican legislators 
from New York City are complaining bit- 
terly of the manner in which they are 
being treated by the powers which con- 
trol legislation and interesting develop- 
ments may result unless they are accorded 
more courtesy. 

The Manhattan members to-day made up 
a list of the bills which they have before 
the Assembly Cities Committee, and on 
which they are unable to secure any report, 
They found that the total aggregated in 
the neighborhood of fifty. 

Why they are unable to secure action on 
these measures they can only conjecture, 
except in one instance. The one exception 
is the Coroners bill. As to the reasons 
why that measure is being held up there 
is certain information in the possession of 
interested members in the form of two 
alfidavits affecting a Republican and a 
Democratic members of the committee. 

Unless some valid excuse is given by the 
committee for the embargo against New 
York City legislation these affidavits may 
See the light of day. 

If the affidavits be reliable an investi- 
gating committee would be afforded a good 
Start in running down a story that a cor- 
ruption fund of $8,000 was raised to defeat 
the Coroners bill in the Assembly. 

Despite the fact that the New York City 
Republicans are having such a hard time 
in getting their numerous measures out of 
committee, however, city legislation figured 
Promipenty in proceedings at the Capitol 
lo-day, 

The Senate Cities Committee reported 
favorably at to-day’s session the bill in- 
troduced by Senator Plunkitt for the De- 
partment of Street Cleaning, increasing 
salaries an the department, and giving the 
Street Commissioner jurisdiction over the 
sprinkling and sanding of the streets. The 
committee also reported the viii introduced 
by Senator Marshall relative to the exten- 
sion of the fire alarm telegraph service of 
the city, Under this bill the Fire Commis- 
sioner 1s permitted to extend the fire alarm 
telegraph System whenever he deems it 
desirable to do so, and to make necessary 
purchases with the approval of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, 

The Senate Cities Committee was to 
have met again this afternoon to act upon 
the New York Central Terminal bilis. 
These measures have been passed by the 
Assembly, but for some reason the Senate 
Committee has shown an indisposition to 
upon them. At the time set for the 
meeting this afternoon to act upon the bill 
only four members were on hand, Chair- 
man Davis and Messrs. Goodsell, Plunkitt, 
and Fancher. An adjournment was taken 
for want of a quorum. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Whitman, 
who was on hand to urge a report on the 
bills, said that the delay in this legislation 
was giving the city much concern. 

In the Senate to-day one of Senator Mar- 
shall’s bills affecting the Pennsylvania tun- 
uel improvement was passed. It gives to 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
map or plaw.of the 
city or to change grades. A EBB SE BS 
bill was found to have a misprint and was 
delayed. he bill that passed had the 
support of, the Tammany members. As 
they have; heretofore, conetstently ob- 
jected to legislation which sought to take 
powers from the Board of Aldermen and 
vest them in the Board of Estim&te and 
Apportionment, there was some comment 
upon their attitude 
_In the Assembly to-day Mr. Wood of New 
York introduced a bill affecting the appli- 
cation of the civil service system to the 
police force of New York City. The Dill 
provides that the promotion shall be made 
upon competitive examination. Five grades 
are established and are rated thus on sala- 
ries: First, $1,150; second, $1,100; third, 
$1,050; fourth, $1,000, and fifth, $900. 

Assemblyman Agnew made an attempt 
to-day, to pass his bill transferring the 
control of railroad privileges in Battery 
Park from the Park Commission to the 
Rapid Transit Commission. The only right 
which the Elevated Railroad Company now 
has to maintain its structure in Battery 
Park is the one given to it under an old 
permit of the Park Board. In return for 
this privilege the company pledged itself 
to do a lot of things in the way of the or- 
namentation of its structure which it hus 
never done. 

It is asserted that during the Tammany 
administration the slender right of the 
company to the privilege which it enjoys 
was made the subject of blackmail. On 
the declaration that he desires to close the 
opportunity for blackmall against the com- 
pany in the future, Mr. Agnew proposes 
that the company shall have the exclusive 
right to the use of Battery Park and shall 
be subject to the jurisdiction of the Rapid 
Transit Commission. 

Mr. Agnew sald to-day that‘if his bill 
were passed the Rapid Transit Commission 
could he relied upon to see that the present 
unsightly elevated structure in the park 
was torn down and an ornamental structure 
put up In its place. 

Assemblyman Mullaney denounced the 
bill a “brazen steal."”” It was finally 
laid aside. Mr. Agnew says he will call it

MORE PAY FOR RAILWAY MEN. 


Baltimore Transit Company Grants an 
Advance to Its Employes. 
Special to The New York Times. 
BALTIMORE, April 1.—There was re- 
joicing in the car barns of the United Rail- 
ways Company to-night when the conduc- 
tors and motormen saw posted an order 
of an increase of wages averaging 10 per 
cent. Some 2,000 men are affected, and the 
announcement came a complete sur- 
prise. 
The United Railways Company controls 
every street railway in’ Baltimore, and also 
the suburban lines. The men have been 


paid 14% cents an hour, day of twelve 

The new schedule provides that 
first-year men shall receive 16% cents, sec- 
ond-year men 16 cents, and third year or 
more, 16 2-8 cents. 

The company in making the announce- 
ment points out that unlike steam raii- 
roads or manufacturers, a street railway 
company’s maximum charge for service is 
fixed by law and they are unable to recoup 
losses by increased charges for service.

New York Couple on Wedding Trip in 
Launch Barely Escape Drown- 
ing During Storm.

They did mot know the Chesapeake is like 
the Atlantic in a storm, Their frail craft 
ran into the northeaster. Before they could 
run to harbor the launch struck a reef and 
senk off Hawkins Point. 

Fer five hours the Captain and his wife 
clung to the top of the pilot house, while 
sea after sea wasked over them. Frank 
Hancock and his brother sighted the wreck 
from shore. They put out in a small boat 
which was swamped twice before thev 
reeched the nearly drowned couple. 

The bride, unconscious, was first taken 
ashore. Her husband, when rescued, was 
exhausted and injured from his. exertion 
tu save his wife.

Horne Payne, and the Association of For- 
eign Shareholders of the Fisheries Com- 
pany, Limited, of New Jersey. 

Mr. Warren brought suit to restrain the 
defendants from voting certain shares of 


stock of the Fisheries Company at the an- 
nual meeting that was to have been held 
in January. 

The Association of Foreign Shareholders 
has controlled the majority of the stock of 
the company, and proposed at the Januaty 
meeting to depose Capt. Churen as Presi- 
dent and General Manager and to eléct 
others as Directors in place of Messrs. 
Church, Warren, and Thomas F. Price. A 
temporary restraining order was granted 
at the time. 

In his bill of complaint Warren said he 
owned about 5,000 shares of stock, which 
he had purchased in Ireland and which the 
Association of Foreign Shareholders re- 
fused to transfer to him, although admit- 
ting, so he said, that he owned the stock. 

In the answer of the foreign shareholders 
it is averred that the Association of For- 
eign Shareholders was organized under the 
laws of Great Britain for the purpose of 
maintaining a controlling interest in the 
Fisheries Company, and that a perpetual 
voting trust was established by agreement 
on the part of the foreign shareholders, who 
placed their stock in the hands of the Asso- 
ciation of Foreign Shareholders. The an- 
swer says that the stock which Warren 
says he bought is subject to this voting 
trust agreement, and it is charged that the 
formation of the voting trust was advised 
by Warren himself, 

The answer by Capt. Church admits the 
charges in Warren's bill and suggests that 
the voting trust be dissolved as existing 
against public policy. 


SHIPPING COMBINE’S STEP. 


Amended Charter Filed to Meet Objec- 
tions Made in the British 
Parliament.

M'NIMUM WAGE LAW VOID. 


indiana Overturns a Statute Fixing the 
Lowest Pay for Laborers on 
Public Works.

INDIANAPOLIS, April 1—The Supreme 
Court decided that the minimum 
wage law of 1901, providing that unskilled 
labor empioyed on all work done for coun- 
ties, cities, and towns shall be paid for 
not less than twenty cents an hour, is un- 
constitutional. The decision is based 
the ground that it interferes with the lib- 
erty of contract and is class legislation, and 
that it would be as reasonable for the Leg- 
islature to fix the minimum price which 
counties, cities, and towns should pay for 
bricks ag for labor 

The law which is overthrown not only 
would prevent public officers from making 
such contracts, but provided a fine and im- 
prisonment for any person or corporation 
doing public work which should employ 
any unskilled labor at less than 20 cents 
an hour, 

In summing up the decision the court 
says: *‘ No sufficient reason has been as- 
signed why the wages of the unskilled la- 
borer should be fixed by law and main- 
tained at an unalterable rate, regardless 
of their actual value, and that all other la- 
borers should be left to secure to them- 
selves such compensation for their work 
as the conditions of supply and demand, 
competition, personal qualities, energy, 
skill, and experience may enable them to 
do.”’

CANADA AND CIGARETTES. 


House Declares Their Importation, 
Manufacture, and Sale Should Be

ROCK ISLAND-ATCHISON PLAN. 


“Merber of Interest” Said to Be an 
Alliance Only, and Not an 
Absorption.

KANSAS CITY, 
in railroad circles here that the ‘‘ merger 
of interest’’ of the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific and the Atchison, Topeka and 
Senta Fé Railroads means not that either 
system has been bought by the other.

| First Speech of Western Tour Delivered 
at Harrisburg—Praises Report of 
Coal Strike Commission. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., April 1.—President 
Roosevelt viewed the scenery around the 
| famous Horseshoe Curve this afternoon 
| from a seat in the cab of a locomotive at- 
tached to bis special train, and after a ride 
of about fifty miles expressed himself as 
delighted with his experience. When his 
special reached Altoona at 4:50 o'clock this 
afternoon the President alighted from his 
car and walked rapidly to the front of the 
train. ‘I'wo engines were coupled to it, 
ready to pull the heavy cars over the 
Alleghany Mountains, and the President 
shook hands with the crews of each. He 
then climbed into the cab of the rear en- 
gine, No 2,408. In the cab with him were 
; Secretary Loeb, Trainmaster A, Keiser, 
S)ecial Engineer Robert McLaren, the reg- 
ular engineer, H. T. McCormick, and Fire- 
man H. W. Hunter. As-he took his seat 
the President remarked that, being a mem- 
ber cf the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men, he thought he ought to take his turn 
at feeding the furnace, but he did not do 
oO.

| DEPARTURE FROM WASHINGTON 


| President Says Cordial Farewells to 
German Minister—Secretary Cor- 
telyou Left Behind.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—With an enthu- 
siastic farewell to the German Envoy and 
a warning to Secretary Cortelyou to beware 
of the trusts, the President set off to-day 
in high spirits for his two months’ swing- 
ing around the circle. The special train 
left at 9:05 but the President was there 
,and waiting for it ten minutes ahead of 
time. He found Secretaries- Wilson, Hitch- 
cock, and Cortelyou there. It is the first 
Presidential trip taken since Mr. Cortelyou 
became a Cabinet officer, and it was a 
novel sensation to him to be standing at 
the station saying good-bye to the Presi- 
dent instead of going along with him and 
working throughout the journey. 

When the President passed down the plat- 

form of the Pennsylvania Railroad station 
La stopped to shake hands with several 
| schoolgirls who had just left an incoming 
train and who wanted the honor of a greet- 
ing from him. Then he talked for a few 
minutes with’ Messrs. Wilson and Hitch- 
cock and then spied the German Envoy, 
Baron Speck von Sternburg, who had come 
down to say good-bye. 

‘*Why, Baron,”’ exclaimed the President, 
giving the Envoy a tremendous grip of the 
hand, ‘‘l am delighted to see you here this 
' morning. It is so lovely of you to come 
| here to tell me good-bye. It is so lovely 
| of you. I am so sorry you are not going. 
| It would be simply delightful.” 

Baron Speck drew himself up to the full 
length of his five feet two inches as he 
said: ‘‘ Yes, Mr. President, 1 hope you have 
a pleasant time.”’

Government Troops and Tribes Fighting 
Among Themselves—Road to 
Fez Unsafe.

LONDON, April 2.—Couriers from 
Fez, says the Tangier correspondent of 
The Times, report that the Pretender has 
returned to Tesa and is residing there: 

A Jewish merchant has been murdered 
und a caravan pillaged near Fez. 

Fighting has occurred in Fez between 
portions of the Government troops, and 
several tribes in the vicinity of the capi- 
tal are fighting among themselves and 
against one another. 

The road to Fez is unsafe, and Euro- 
peans intending to leave Tangier for 
that city are unable to proceed. 

Altogether, says The Times’s corre- 
spondent, the situation, after several 
days’ calm, has become more serious. The 
native officials openly express their un- 
easiness. The Spanish Legation is anx- 
ious owing to reports from Melilla that 
the Riffs are actively supporting the Pre- 
tender. 


CHINESE CURRENCY REFORM. 


Native Officials at Shanghai Now Pro- 
fess to Expect Good Results from the 
Mission of the Osaka Exhibition.

LONDON, April 2.—The native offi- 
cials, says the Shanghai correspondent 
of The Times, profess to expect impor- 
tant results from the Chinese mission to 
the Osaka Exhibition, especially as re- 
gards currency reform. 

On the other hand, says the corre- 
spondent, the joint memorial of the Vice- 
roys and Governors protesting against 
the demand of the powers for the pay- 
ment of the indemnity in gold gravely 
alleges that the impoverished condition 


of the country renders attempts to intro- 
duce reforms futile. 


A special mission to the Osaka Exhibi- 
tion, consiesine of Prince Tsai-Chen, ac- 
oot by Na-Tung and the Secretaries 
of the Roard of Revenue and others, has 
been directed to make inquiry and report 
on the question of the establishment of a 
gold standard for China by methods similar 
to those successfully adopted by Japan. 

In a recent dispatch from Shanghai it 
was stated that neither native official cir- 
cles nor the press regarded the mission 
seriously, the proposal béing recognized 
as merely an incident in the solemn farce 
now being played in Peking in connection 
with the questions of financial reform and 
the indemnity payment. 

Although Na-Tung is probably the least 
ignorant member of the Chinese Foreign 
Office, the mission is declared to be en- 
tirely unqualified, even if it were disposed, 
to conduct the proposed inquiry. 


KING EDWARD TO VISIT ROME. 


it Is Said He Will Go There at the End : 


of This Month—Vatican Wants Him 
to Call on the Pope. 


ROME, April 1.—Although no official 
confirmation of the report has been re- 
ceived, it is stated that King Edward will 


visit Rome at the end of this month, and 
the news has produced a great impression 
at the Vatican. 

The usual rule is for a non-Catholic sov- 
ereign to leave the Quirinal and .go to the 
residence of his. Ambassador to the Holy 
See, whence, from neutral ground, he can

HARRIMAN'S REPLY IN 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC SUIT 


ba the Motives and Meth. 
ods of James R. Keene. 


Denies That the Union Pacific Railroad 
Intends Severing the Central Pa- 
cific from the Southern 
Pacific System. 


The answer of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany in the suit brought against it by Tal- 
bot J. Taylor and James B. Taylor to pre- 
.vent the Union Pacific Company from ex- 
ercising proprietary rights in the stock of 
the Southern Pacific Company was made 
public here vesterday. Incidentally, there 
were published affidavits made by E. H. 
Harriman, Otto H. Kahn, and officials of 
the Southern Pacific Company to support 
the Geferdants’ contentions in the injunc- 
tion proceedings. 

The answer states, among other things, 
that the Southern Pacific Company’s stock 
books show that on Dec. 81, 1900, the Tay- 
lors cwned 800 shares of stock, and that 
on March 12, 190%, the Taylors owned 246,- 
875 shares, which they acquired after they 
knew of the grievances complained of. 

The answer denies that its lines of road 
are operated by officials of another road. 
It denies that the complaint sets forth cor- 
rectly the laws of the State of Utah under 
which the Union Pacific Railroad is organ- 
ized. It also denies that the two roads are 
competing lines, as their Eastern terminals 
are 1,000 miles apart. The answer also 
denies charges of mismanagement and mis-~ 
use of funds, and alsa denies that the 
Union Facific Railroad owns a controlling 
interest in the Southern Pacific. its hold- 
ings being 900,000 shares, or several thou- 
sand shares less than necessary for abso- 
lute control. 


The affidavits of Mr. Harriman and of 
he officials of the Southern Pacific. Com- 
pany are less formal and general than the 
answer. 

Mr. Harriman, in his affidavit, takes oe- 
casion to severely attack the motives and 
business methods of Mr. Keene and his 
associates in this matter. He Sives a de- 
tailed account of the history of the affair, 
which apparently dates back to 1901, and 
in which the names of David Lamar and 
Edward Lauterbach figure extensively. Mr. 
Harriman also takes occasion to deny that 
the Union Pacific Railroad had any inten- 
tion of severing the Central Pacific from 
the Southern Pacific system. 

Says the affidavit: 

MR. HARRIMAN’S AFFIDAVIT. 

“One evening in the Autumn of 1901 the 
card of David Lamar, accompanied by a 
card of Edward Lauterbach, identifying 
him, was presented to me. Mr. Lamar 
stated that he had friendly relations with 
James R. Keene, who had a large holding 
in Southern Pacific and was contemplating 
some adverse action against its manage- 
ment, and that he (Lamar) was assured 
that there could be obtained an injunction 
against the Union Pacific somewhat sim- 
ilar to that obtained against the Georgia 
Central, in which latter case Mr. Lamar 
stated he had been an influential and im- 


ortant factor. He stated that he would 
ike to work with me and that if I would 
make an alliance which would be of some 
advantage to him, that he had such. influ- 
ence over Mr. Keene that he could induce 
him not to instigate any adverse action 
against myself and allied interests. I in- 
formed Mr. Lamar that I did not see that 
1 could do anything regarding the matter 
but that if I should change my mind i 
He was very insistent

; to when I would again communicate 
with him. I finally took his telephone 
number and agreed to telephone him the 
next day, which I did, and stated to him 
that I had no desire to pursue the matter 
further. 

‘About that same time I had several in- 
terviews with James R. Keene, brought 
about at the requests of others. Mr. Keene 
stated to me that he had a large holding 
in Southern Pacific Company stock; that 
he would like to join with me in purchas- 
ing the shares in the market; that he be- 
lieved there could be a great deal of money 
made thereby and that he would act for me 
either in purchasing tor our joint account 
or for myselt if 1 wished it; that it would 
be advantageous for the Union Pacific to 
take all Southern Pacific stock and issue 

| its 4 per cent. bonds therefor, and stated 
that he was an adept in carrying out suc- 
cessful large stock market operations; that 
he had shown this capacity especially in 
the manipulation of United States Steel 
stocks. 

“IT carefully explained to Mr. Keene in 
detail the requirements of the Southern 
Pacific Fa gee in the way of improve- 
ments. told him that I believed it would 
be a mistake to create a speculation iv 
the shares of stock and advance their price 
to a basis that would justify the buyers‘in | 
expecting a dividend in the near future; ~ 
that it was also necessary to make such 
repairs and improvements from surplus 
earnings so far as they would go in order 
to establish for the company a basis of 
credit upon which it could refund. the 
bonded indebtedness of its subsidiary com- 
panies, a large portion of which would ma- 
ture in a few years, and that there. was 
nothing betweén the stock and the bonded 
debt of those companies which could be 
pledged to raise the necessary funds for 
such work, and that I believed that our 
method of procedure as outlined to him 
would inure to the benefit of the stock- 
holders in the future much more advan- 
tageously than in any other way. . Mr. 
Keene assured me that he did not want t 
act in any way antagonistic to me, and 
stated to him that I would let him know 
if I saw any reason to change my mind, 
and he said that he would do nothing with- 
out informing me.” 

The affidavit then states that during 1902 
and 1903 he was informed that Edward 
Lauterbach and Talbot J. Taylor would 
make trouble unless some settlement was 
made with them. Mr. Lauterbach tried to 
see Mr. Harriman, but the latter always 
sent word that he was too busy. “ Finally, 
in January last,’’ says the affidavit, ‘“‘ Mr. 
Lauterbach approached a mutual friend, a 
man of high.standing and well known, and 
made to him statements that made him be-

requested an interview with me. 


KEENE WORKS FOR HIS OWN POCKET 


At the interview, he explained to’ me that 
Lauterbach had said to him that Mr. Keene 
represented a pool holding about 170,000. or 
175,000 shares, and that Mr. Keene him- 
self held about 70,000 shares; that they 
contemplated action which would make us 


; a great deal of trouble, that might be dis- 
astrous to our interests, especially laying 

; stress upon the large expenditures we were 
making upon the Central Pacific portion 
of the Southern Pacific properties, unless 
we purchased said shares from them; that 
he would sell the pool shares at about 70, and 
his own shares at about 78. I explained to 
this friend that there was nothing in the 
situation which we had to fear from those 
people, or in the management of the com- 
pany, which would justify any criticism or 
objection upon the part of any stockhold- 
ers, and that I certainly would not 
forced by fear into anything they might 
do by recommending a course which would 
Be adverse to the interests of the general

The affidavit declares that since that time 
both Lamar and Lauterbach made several 
ineffectual attempts to bring about a set- 
tlement.

New Yorker Loses Life in Automo- 
bile Accident in France. 


Latter Was Acting as Chauffeur—The 
Fatality Occurs in a Hill-Climbing 
Race in the Riviera. 


NICE, France, April 1.—Count Elliott 
Zhorowski of New York was killed to-day 
in an automobile hill-climbing race  be- 
tween here and La Turbie. His car turned 
a sharp angle too quickly, turned over, and 
was wrecked. The Count was hurled 


} against a wall, his head was split open, and 


he died instantly. Bis friend, Baron de 
Pallange, who was acting as chauffeur, 
was mortally injured and died to-night. 

‘The race was immediately stopped. 

Countess Zborowski was awaiting her 
husbend at La Turbie, expecting that ‘hey 
wculd lunch together at the conclusion of 
the race. She was chatting gayly with 
friends, without displaying any anxiety re- 
garding her husband’s delay in arriving. 
Baron Caters broke the sad news to her, 
saying at first that a serious accident had 
occurred and then gently revealing the ter- 
rible truth. 

The accident occurred at the spot where 
there was a similar fatality two years ago, 
when a German automobilist was killed. 
The course, which is fifteen kilometer: 
lcrg, is known to be most dangerous. It 
runs round sharp corners along La Cor- 
niche, (the name given to the cliff road 
leading from Nice to Genoa.) It was cov- 
ered by last year’s winner in less than 
seventeen minutes. Zborowski, who expect- 
ed to cover the course in fifteen minutes, 
had a machine weighing 1,000 pounds. The 
trip to-day was the first he made over the 
route, and he was not acquainted with its 
dangers. His machine was going at a speed 
of 90 kilometers an hour at the time of the 
accident. 

The fatality occurred in one of the trials 
along what is known as the Corniche 
stretch. At the moment when the vehicle 
reached an abrupt angie the car struck a 
small rock in the pathway, causing a sud- 
den swerve, which precipitated Count 
Zborowski and Baron de Pallange against

‘The witnesses of the start of the race say 
that Zborowski showed considerable nerv- 
cu:ness while awaiting his turr, he being 
the fifth starter. Imprudently, he wore 
white kid gloves, which prevented him 
from having a firm grasp of the brake. At 
the signal to go he started at half speed, 
which was soon increased to fuli speed. 
The accident occurred at the first turning 
ot the road. The shock was terrific, and 
from his car and his 
head struck the wall beside the road, about 
Six feet from the ground. He fell to the 
ground dead, with his arms outstretched. 
Baron de Pallange was thrown to the left. 

The body of Count Zborowski was brought 
to the chapel of his chateau here and his 
wife was notified. When she arrived at the 
chapel an affecting scene took place. 

Baron de Paliange -became a professional 
automobilist recently. 

The committee in charge of the trial races 
has postponed the meeting. 

At the instant that Count Zborowski and 
Paron de Pallange met their death another 
accideni occurred at another point on the 
road. The chain of Baron Gasteaux's au- 
tomobile broke and the car was overturned 
againsc the rocks. The Baron and his 
chauffeur were thrown out, but both es- 
caped with severe bruises. 


PARIS, April 1—The news of the death 
ot Count Zborowski caused a sensation

His financial interests in this 
country were looked after from the time 
of the death of Martin Zborowski until a 
year ago by David B. Ogden of 111 Broad- 
way, a close friend. Last Spring Mr. Og- 
den went to Europe and spent some time 
with Count Zborowski. Before leaving here 
he turned over the business to enry 
Lewis Morris, a lawyer of 16 Exchange 
Place, and also an old friend of the Zborow- 
ski family. Other financial interests cf 
Count Zborowski were in England and 
France. His wealth was estimated recently 
at considerably over $1,000,000. While de- 
voted to society and to out-of-door sports, 
he was a man of keen business suinty and 
kept in close touch with his affairs in all 
quarters, 

The only immediate relatives of Count 
Zborowski in this country are his father’s 
sister's husband, Martin E. Greene, and 
Mr, Greene's son, Allister Greene, who live 
at 1 Bast Sixty-second Street, this city. 
Mrs. Greene is dead. 


RELIGIOUS ORDERS IN FRANCE. 


The efforts of the Combes administra- 
tion to suppress religious orders in France 
attracted the attention of Bishop M. F. 
Burke of St. Joseph, Mo., who arrived on 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse yesterday 
from a pilgrimage to Rome. 

“This attempt,” he said, ‘is a move 
against the Catholic Church, as well as 
what can be called an attempt to de- 
Christianize the country, I suppose those 
behind this movement will keep up the war- 
fare to the bitter end. It is a dreadful 
movement. I cannot pretend to guess the 
outcome.”’ 

The Bishop said that many of the sisters 
of the orders and the other members in 
great number were coming to this country. 
He declared his belief that the Carthusian 
monks would seek a domicile on the Island 
of Gozo, near Malta. It is a British pos- 
session. Although the house of.the Sisters 
of the Sacred Heart in Paris had not been 
closed, the Bishop said, three of the con- 
vents had been shut up, according to the 
Mother Superior. 

“This movement,” he declared, “is an 
effort or attempt to separate Church and 
State. This is not desired either by «the 
Holy Father or by Catholics.”

He mar- 
ricd Anna E. Morris, a member of the 
famous family after which Morrisania was 
named. The Morrises held a great deal of 
prceperty in that section then, and Martin 
Zborowski built a home there. 

Count Zborowski was forty-eight years 
old at the time of his death. He was a man 
of preasine personaly: and made friends 
v herever he went. When a young man he 
was conspicuous in society here and at 
Newpcrt. He was one of the first amer- 
icans to take up polo, and was conspicuous 
for his daring and reckless playing. He 
had many narrow escapes, and in several 
well-remembered games was injured more 
or less seriously. He was also a devotee 
of cross-country riding. After his removai 
to England he continued to participate in 
hazardous sports, and had many narrow 
escapes there It was the tradition that 
no male member of the Zborowski family 
had ever died in bed, and it had been pre- 
dicted by those who krew Elliott Zborow- 
ski that he would meet a violent death. 

After moying to pagiene Count Zborow- 
ski bullt a house at Melton Mowbray. He 
spent much time on the Continent and 
came occasionally to America. In March, 
1892, he married Mme. de Stuers. The 
ecremony was performed in Sioux Falls, 
$.

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Controller Thinks Higher Bid Not 
in Good Faith. 


Central Hudson Company to Make Im- 
provements—Union Ferry Offer 
Rejected. 


The Sinking Fund Commission yesterday 
approved a new lease for the Central Hud- 
son Steamboat’ Company to Pier 24 
North River. By this action an old lease 
which had six years to run was abrogated 
by the city, and the new lease gives the 
company a term of twenty-five years. 
There has been much discussion over this 
question becauge the new lease was recom- 
mended by Commissioner Hawkes after a 
conference with Gov. Odell, who is said to 
be Interested in the company. 

When the question was brought up yes- 
terday it was explained that a large outlay 
for improvements amounting probably to 
$60,000 would be necessary by the com- 
pany. 

This seemed to satisfy the Mayor and 
the other members of the commission, and 
the Mayor ordéred the clerk to call the 
roll, 

At this point, John E. Brodsky, a lawyer, 
handed Controller Grout a letter signed by 
him offering on behalf of a client to take 
a lease of Pier 24 for ten or twenty years 
at an annual rental of $36,000. 

“Who are your (clients?’’ 
Grout. 

“Il am not at Mberty at present to state. 
If you will postpone the matter I will sat- 
isfy you on that point,’ answered Mr. 
Brodsky. 

“What trade are 
asked Mr. Grout.

Mr. Brodsky was about to retort, but the 
Mayor cut him short by saying that the 
Sinking Fund Commission had adopted 
eng Commissioner Hawke's recommenda- 
tion. 

The question of a renewal of a lease with 
the Union Ferry Company, which operates 
several lines on the East River, then came 
up. The ferry company wants a renewal 
et its lease for fifteen years, paying in re- 
turn 4 per cent. to the city on its earnings, 
with the privilege of casting aside the 
lease if the receipts from the traffic falls 
below $760,000 in any one year, 

The Controiler was in favor of exacting 
a rental of $60,000 a year, to drop to $30,000 
when the Brooklyn tunnel is completed, and

ESCORT FOR AN AMERICAN. 


James W. 8S. Langerman, who arrived 
yesterday on the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
after having passed six .weeks in 
Morocco in the interests of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, declared that he was 
the first foreigner to be honored with an 
escort in coming to and leaving the coun- 
try in time of war. 

Speaking of the Sultan, Mr. Langerman 
said he was a close student of European 
affairs, and that he had promised to have 
his country represented creditably at St. 


Louis. As an earnest of his good inten- 
tions, he presented to Mr, Langerman four 
coal-black steeds from the royal stables. 
One of these was killed, two died on the 
voyage from Tangier to Liverpool, but the 
ether, if it survives the voyage across the 
Atlantic, is expected to be on exhibition in 
St, Louis, 

As soon as he crossed the border Mr. 
Langerman was met by a guard of 150 
men. The mark of consideration for the 
American was cemmented upon at Court. 
When Mr. Langerman arrived at the walls 
of Fez only 80 of the guard were left, the 
others having deserted, 

When he anrounced his intention to re- 
turn, the Sultan insisted that another guard 
be provided. Mr. Langerman said that it 
numbered 127 men, On the day the party 
started from Fez the heads of 300 rebels 
were impaled on the city gates, The party 
en route for Tangier saw little of armed 
rebellion. 

A special guard was detailed to attend 
to the four horses. According to custom 
the horses were led all the way to Tangier, 
as the animals had belenged to the royal 
stables, and consequently could not be rid- 
den by anybody except the Sultan while in 
Morocco. ‘Tangier was reached after some 
difficulty, as some of the members of the 
guard contracted a habit of disappearing 
and never returning.

PASSAIC POLLUTION BILL 
PASSED AT TRENTON. 


Final Adjournment of the Legislature 
to be Reached at Noon To-day— 
Many Measures Rushed Through. 


TRENTON, N. J., April 1.—The Senate 
to-day, by a vote of 17 to 2, passed the 
Passaic Pollution bill, which has been the 
subject of much discussion in both Houses 
of the Legislature. The bill went back to 
the House, which concurred in the Senate 
amendments at the afternoon session. 

The firal adjournment of the Legislature 
will take place at 12 ‘o’clock to-morrow, 

The Senate this morning passed the two 
appropriation bills after the insertion of 
an amendment appropriating $8,000 for the 
purchase of land for the purpose of a water 
supply for the Morris Plains Asylum. It 
also passed the House amendment to Senate 
Bill 87, the Primary Election bill. 

The House passed Senator Shinn's bill 
preventing the employment of children un- 
der fourteen years of age in factories and 
workshops and the House bill providing for 
the taxation of mining properties on the 
basis of their output. The House also 
passed these bills: 

Repealing last year's act for a special 
election on the question of annexing North 
Piainfield to the City of Plainfield; permit- 
ting gas companies having systems in dif- 
ferent cities to convey gas from one city 
to another; permitting telephone companies 
to consolidate. 

In the Senate this afternoon the Railroad 
Cedification bill was amended by substi- 
tuting the word “adjoining '’’ for ‘* adja- 
cent”’’ in the paragraph authorizing com- 
panies to acquire additional property, and 
was passed then by a vote of 13 to 4, 


Gov. Murphy sent to the Senate the nom- 
ination of Senator Theodore Strong of Mid- 
dlesex County as a member of the State 
Board of Assessors to succeed.John C. 
Rankin, deceased. The nomination was 
coufirmed at once. 

Among other bills passed by the Senate 
were these House measures: 

Extending the ballot reform law to town- 
ships; providing for a commission to make 
an investigation and report to the next 
Legislature a bill for the regulation of ten- 
ement houses; giving cities power to pass 
ordinances regulating the height offences 
and the use of billboards; confirming the 
conclusions of the joint commission of Del- 
aware and New Jersey on the question of 
the boundary line of the two States and 
fishing rights In Delaware Bay. 

The House to-night after’ strenuous 
opposition on the part of the Democrats, 
passed Senator Bradley's bill providing for 
a bi-partisan Excise Board in Jersey City, 
to supersede the present elective board, 
which is Democratic. This bill was passed 
as a caucus measure by the Republicans. 

The House also passed Senator McKee’s 
bill revising the game laws of the State 
and Senator Wakelee’s bill, which provides 
that street-using corporations do not have 
to pay a 2 per cent. franchise tax on ail 
of their gross receipts when part of the 
line is over a private right. of way. The 
House concurred in the Senate/amendments 
to Assembly Bill No. 58, the railroad codi- 
fication measure, 

The Senate to-night passed the Assembly 
bill appropriating $125,000 for an armory 
for the Essex Troop in Newark. The Sen- 
ate also passed the House bill revising the 
building and loan association laws of the 
State. 


Morris Canal Board Named.

WORK OF TEXAS LEGISLATURE. 


Adjourned Without Appropriating Funds 
for State Government—Special Ses- 
sion Called by Governor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

DALLAS, Texas, April 1.—The Texas 
Legislature adjourned its regular session 
to-day without passing any appropriation 
to run the State Government for the next 
two years. Gov. Lanham at once called the 
body in special session, to convene at noon 
to-morrow. He names as matters on which 
he desires legislation, appropriation for 
State government, commission to settle the 
boundary between Texas and New Mexico 
and Oklahoma, law to refund State bonds 
falling due in 1905, and sore minor sug- 
gestions. 

The Legislature passed a fairly good child 
labor Jaw, a stringent election law, a dras- 
tic anti-trust law, and permitted all the big 
railroad systems in the State to consolidate 
their lines that desired to do so. It re- 
fused an appropriation for the St, Louis 
World's Fair, refused to change the local 
option law, and outlawed bookmaking. sell- 
ing pool or in any way betting on horse 
racing. There was very little other impor- 
tant legislation enacted. 


TWO AWAIT EXTRADITION. 


August H. H. Rainer was before United 
States Commissioner Alexander yesterday 
on a charge of having embezzled 6,020 
marks while acting as clerk to the Board 
of Magistrates of Stettin, Germany. He 
was arrested at his boarding place, 704 
Berry Street, Brooklyn, at the instance of 
the German Consul General. 

He said he had attended a school of mas- 


sage in Manhattan and intended to open 
an establishment soon, and therefore had 
sent for his wife and children in Bruns- 
wick, Germany, whom he expects to-day on 
the Deutschland. The Commissioner or- 
dered that he be remanded to Ludlow 
Street Jail to await extradition. 

Another case, somewhat similar, was 
that wherein Alexander E. Reimer was 
held for extradjtjon. He was charged with 
embezzling 89,267 marks of the city funds 
of Laumisten, Germany. 

When he was arrested, three months ago, 
in Brooklyn, his attorneys, Lesser Broth- 
ers, began the fight for release. They de-~- 
clared they would apply to Judge Lacombe 
of the United States Circuit Court for a 
writ of habeas corpus to have the pro- 
ceedings reviewed. 


MARTINIQUE FUND REPORT. 


The New York committee appointed by 
President Roosevelt for the relief of the 


West Indies sufferers at St. Pierre, Mar- 
tinique, and other places on account of vol- 


eanic eruptions, made a report to the Pres- 
ident yesterday, 

Details of the organization of the com- 
mittee and its co-operation with similar 
bodies in twenty-one other cities are given. 
The financial statement shows that sub- 
scriptions amounting to $157,592 were re- 
ceived, and that only $70,793 was expended 
for relief work. When that amount had 
been paid out, it was found no more sup- 
plies were needed, 

The committee says 50 per cent. of the 
amount subscribed can now be returned, 
but President Roosevelt having suggested 
that some donors might wish to send their 
balances to Gov. Taft in response to his 
appeal for aid for sufferers in the Philip- 
pines, the committee has decided to ask 
subscribers what they wish to do with the 
money due them.

RIVALS FOR RICHMOND 
FERRY TO COMBINE 


Railroads Will Form Operating 
Company to Control Boats. 


Mayor Low Makes Public Plan of Pro- 
posed Lease Which Involves Expendi- 
ture of $925,000 by the City.

Mayor Low gave out a statement yes- 
terday in reference to the problem of the 
ferry from Manhattan to Staten Island, in 
which it was announced that the differ- 
ences between the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company and the trolley inter- 
ests represented by H. H. Rogers of the 
Standard Oil Company had been settled 
amicably, and that Staten Island would 
have better transit facilities in the future. 
Mayor Low made public the fact that he 
had received from the Staten Island Rapid 
Transit Company a letter offering to convey 
to the city for a fair consideration the 
property of the company at St. George, 
now being used as a ferry terminal. The 
Mayor calculates that the city is in a posi- 
tion to secure better ferry service, including 
freizht lines to Stapleton and Port Rich- 
mond, and says: 

“I think that it is a matter of the ut- 
most importance to secure for the Borough 
of Richmond substantially as good service 
by ferry, in point of frequency of trips, as 
is now.given by the ferries between Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn, and, in point of 
fares, the rates now~ prevailing upon the 
Brooklyn Bridge, that is to say, for pas- 
sengers}; the rates upon the bridge railroad 
and for vehicles, the rates upon the bridge 
roadway. In other words, in my judgment, 
there ought to be, during all the busy hours 
of the twenty-four, a ferry service to St. 
George every ten minutes, so that Staten 
Islanders need ngt be compelled to consult 
a time table." 

Mayor Low, in presenting the outlines 
of the proposed lease for the ferry service, 
Says that it contemplates the formation of 
an operating company, by both of the rail- 
roads. concerned, which shall not be ex- 
pected to pay dividends, but whose expense 
and income account shall be balanced every 
year, It contemplates the expenditure, by 
the city, of about $925,000, for the pur- 
chase and improvement ot terminals, in- 
cluding terminals at Stapleton and Port 
Richmond, and that the city shall waive 
any charge for interest upon this outlay, 
or for the use of slips, or for the franchise 
privilege, until it is earned by the ferry. 
On the other hand, it contemplates the 
payment to the city of one-half cent for 
each passenger carried. 

That payment is to be made without any 
regard to the outcome of running the ferry; 
but if, at the end of any year, there is a 
deficiency on account of the operation of 
the ferry, one-third of the deficiency may 
be deducted from that sum, and the re- 
mainder of the deficlency is to be borne 
equally by the two railroad companies. The 
lease also contemplates that when the 
ferry company earns a profit it shall be 
used first of all to make good any of the 
deficiencies which have been thus incurred, 
and afterward, that the profits shall go to 
the city, as payment on account of rents, 
slips, and franchises. 


J, SERGEANT CRAM SUED. 


J. Sergeant Cram, ex-President of the 
Board of Dock Commissioners, is the de- 
fendant in a suit to recover $708 and in- 
terest, alleged to be due Sadie Jacobs, a 
dressmaker, for apparel furnished by her 
to Mrs. Cram between Jan. 1 and June 20, 
1902. 

The complainants are the assignees of 
Sadie Jacobs, Charles J. and Albert D. Op- 
penheim and Isaac D. Levy. The attorney 
for the complainants, Jacob E. Salomon, 


says they are the members of the cloak 
manufacturing firm of Oppenheim, Collins 
& Co. at Broadway and Twenty-first Street. 
The suit was — by Mr. Salomon early 
in March. He alleges in his bill that pur- 
chases of garments from Sadie Jacobs had 
been made by Mrs. Cram, that Mr. Cram 
had paid the said Sadie Jacobs sums aggre- 
gating $275, but that $708 and interest was 
still owing. 

Strong & Cadwalader, attorneys for Mr. 
Cram, in their answer, made about Feb. 26, 
declared that Mr. Cram had no “ knowledge 
or information sufficient for belief "' of any 
such purchases or payments. On March 17 
they made an amended answer, containing 
the same defense and the additional state- 
ment: 

That prior to January, 1902, the defendant gave 
notice to Sadie Jacobs, the assignor, not to ex- 
tend any credit to Beatrice Cram, the defendant’s 
wife. 

The papers were filed Tuesday at the re- 
quest of counsel for the complainants.

FOR MUNICIPAL LIGHT PLANT. 


Merchants’ Association and Labor Or- 
ganization to be Represented at 
Assembly Hearing To-day. 


The Merchants’ Association of New York 
wiil be represented at the hearing before 
the Committee on Cities of the Assembly 
to be held to-day in support of the bill 
prepared by Robert Grier Monroe, Com- 
misvioner of Water Supply, Gas, and Elec- 
tricity, introduced in the Assembly by Mr.

ALBANY, April 1.—Those who were op- 
pesing the Lewis Water Storage bill believe 
they have discovered the ghost of Ramapo 
‘in its provisions, The Ramapo Company 
cuntrols the watersheds of the Catskills. 
Under the provisions of the Lewis bill, it 
is asserted, this company could, upon the 
petition of a few property holders, have 
d&ms constructed in the Catskills which 
would give it the finest water supply tn the 
State, and the cust would be assessed upon 
the cwners of abutting property, while the 
supply itself would be the possession of the 
Ramapo Company. 

Assemblyman Stevens to-day introduced 
a bill drafted by the attorneys of the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportation, 
which is intended as a substitute for the 
Lewis bill. It legislates the Water Storage 
Ccmmission out of existence. It expressly 
provides that no dam shall be constructed 
which would affect the level of any lake in 
the Adirondack Park. Local authorities 
may report that their territory is subject 
to damage from flcods. The State Engineer 
is then to devise a plan of relief, and the 
Supreme Court is to appoint an appraising 
ecmimission to recommend how the cost of 
the proposed improvement shall be appor- 
tioned. The whole matter is to be referred 
tu the succeeding Legislature for action, 

The State Engineer is to estimate the 
cost of each dam, what its water power 
will be, and how much can be realized from 
the rental of the power. The revenue 
acrived is to be applied both to the cost 
and maintenance of the work.

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Suicide Theory Accepted by Rela- 
tives of Adolphe Openhym. 


Man That Resembied Him Jumped from 
High Bridge—His Business Affairs 
Said to be Prosperous. 


Suicide is the theory that has been ac~ 
cepted by police and-relatives in account- 
ing for the disappearance of Adolphe Open- 
hym, senior member of William Openhym 
& Sons, silk merchants, at Grand and Mer- 
cer Streets. Mr. Openhym was missed from 
his home, at 352 Riverside Drive, on Mon- 
day last, and a chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence leads to the conclusion that he 
jumped into the Harlem River from High 
Bridge at about 11 o clock that morning. 

He was seen to board an Amsterdam 
Avenue car, northward bound, at about 
9:30 o’clock Monday, after his usual horse- 
back ride, and at the Mour first mentioned, 
Frank McConville, a bridge tender, saw 4 
man resembling Mr. Openhym walk quick- 
ly out on the bridge, lay aside his hat and 
umbrella, and jump into the water. The 
bridge tender was powerless to prevent 
the suicide, and he reported the occurrence 
to the police of the West One Hundred and 
Fifty-second Street Station, turning over 
the hat and umbrella that were left on the 
bridge. They were identified as belonging 
to Mr. Openhym by a card in the hat, bear- 
ing the name of his business firm and its 
telephone number. ¥! 

The High Bridge police notified the fam- 
ily, which consists of Mrs. Openhym_and 
two sons, Carl, who is a junior at Har- 
vard, and a younger boy. A detective 
agency was engaged to search for the miss- 
ing merchant. and the Harlem River was 
dragged. On Tuesday afternoon the body 
of a man, s6mewhat resembling that of 
Mr. Openhym in build, was taken from the 
water, but the clothing and personal char- 
acteristics did not’ correspond with those 
of the merchant. 

Ccroner O’Gorman said last night that he 
had ben authorized by a member of the 
family to announce that a reward of $2,000 
had been offered for the recovery of the 
body of Mr. Openhym. He remarked that 
he did not think there was anything sus- 
picious in the case. 

Men in six boats have searched for the 
body, going from High Bridge to King’s 
Bridge seven times. Two men were on the 
river last night. 

No reason has been assigned for the 
supposed suicide. Mr. Openhym, while a 
very active man, whose interests were 
varied in business and social life, was, as 
far as known, in the best of health and 
spirits. His home life was said to be of 
the happiest, and a statement issued by 
his firm yesterday afternoon declared that 
the condition of the business was “ highly 
prosperous.” ; 

The: statement, referring to the business 
only in the particular mentioned, was the 
only official information given out as from 
the family yesterday afternoon except in 
a brief interview by the son Carl, who 
arrived from Cambridge. 

The statement declared in part: 

Neither his business associates, his social 
friends, nor any member of his family can 
ascribe any reason for the theory of self-destruc- 
tion, and they are loath to believe that such is 
the case. If the evidence adduced with respect 
to his movements on the bridge are correct, it is 
their opinion that it must have been the result 
of sudden illness. 

Carl Openhym said: ‘“‘ My father’s af- 
fairs were in the est of shape so far as I 
know, and I am at a loss to assign any rea- 
son for his disappearance.”’ 

Adolphe Openhym, his brother August, 
Robert B. Hirsch, and Albert Stern, consti- 
tuted the firm of William Openhym & Sons, 
which was founded fifty years ago by Will- 
fam Openhym, father of Adolphe and Au- 
gust. It had a rating of Al, and its husi- 
ness amounted to five or six million dollars 
a year. Mr. Openhym belonged to the Re- 
form Club, the City Club, the National Arts 
Club, the Nineteenth Century Club, the 
Citizen’s Union, and the Society for Ethical 
Culture, of which he was Treasurer. He 
was also a member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. The description given by the 
ficial statement is: Age, 49 years; height, 5 
feet 10 inches; weight, about 185 pounds. 
Regular features; hair of light brown 
tinged with gray; beard light gray.

Brooklyn Woman Fined as an Example 
—Only a Little Strip, but the 
Justices Would Not Relent. 


A fine of $25 was imposed on a woman 
by the Justices of the Court Special 
Sessions, Brooklyn, yesterday for beating 
a carpet in the public highway. When ar- 
rested the woman was taken in a coal cart 
to the police station. 

Mrs. Mary Scher of 352 Nostrand Avenue, 
according to the evidence, was engaged at 
her Spring housecleaning about a week 
ago, and, taking a strip of ingrain carpet 
about sixteen inches wide and a yard long, 
to the curb in front of her house, she shook 
it and afterward beat it with a small brush. 

Two policemen told her to desist and she 
teld them to mind their own business. 
They arrested her and bundled her into a 
passing cart. She was tried before Jus- 
tices Fitzgerald, Forker, and Keady. Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald, at the conclusion of the 
trial, said: 

“ This beating of carpets in public streets 
is a menace to health. We will make an 
example of you and fine you $25. If the 
fine is not paid you will stand committed 
to jail for twenty days.”

inthe Annual Boat Race on the 
Thames. 


Winning Light Blues Completely. Out- 
“classed Their Opponents from the 
Start—History of the Race. 


PUTNEY, England, April 1.—Cambridge 
‘won the sixtieth annual inter-university 
boat race from Oxford to-day by about six 
lergths.. This makes the. twenty-sixth 
victory for the “light blue” oarsmen, 
Oxford having won thirty-three times; the 
race of 1877 resulted in a tie. The race to- 
day was rowed, as usual, on the .Thames, 
between Putney and Mortlake, a. distance 
of. four and a quarter. miles. 

Rowing with immense power, the Cam- 
bridge men completely outclassed those of 
Oxford and increased their lead with every 
stroke, with the exception of a brief mo- 
ment at the Crab Tree, when Monier-Will- 
iums, the Oxford stroke, spurted slightly 
and decreased the opening between the 
boatr. Nelson, the Cambridge stroke, how- 
ever, quickly responded and everything in 
the nature of a race was over. Oxford made 
one more effort after passing Thorney- 
croft’s, but Nelson, quickening his stroke, 
agein demonstrated the superior strength 
of his crew. The Oxonians maintained 
good form throughout and finished the 
course gamely, but they were never able 
to push Cambridge in the least. 

Excepting the fact that rain was falling, 
the weather conditions were favorable. A 
Ught wind was blowing, but the water was 
smocth. Oxford won the toss and chose the 
Surrey side of the river. But the choice 
carried little advantage under the prevail- 
ing conditions. 

Cambridge was first afloat, quickly fol- 
lowed by Oxford. As the crews paddled 
down to the stakeboat they were heartily 
cheered. The start was made at 3:33 P. M., 
both boats getting away weil. 

Cambridge immediately shot ahead, row- 
ing a stroke of 38 to Oxford's 36, and was 
le@ding by a length at Craven Steps. 

Cambridge was still ahead at Harrod's 
Stores, and by the time the Saccharine 
Works were reached, had increased her 
lead to two lengths. 

Cambridge was still two lengths ahead at 
Hammersmith Bridge and rowing very 
steadily. Passing the Lead Mills Cambridge 


was still going ahead. Both crews were 
rowing 36 strokes to the minute. — 

The light blues continued to gain, and 
passing Thorneycroft’s four lengths separ- 
ated the boats. Then Oxford made a brave 
effort and drew up so that Cambridge was 
only three-quarters of a length ahead at 
the Grabtree: Then Nelson quickened his 
stroke, and again Cambridge torged ahead. 
By the time the Devonshire Meadows were 
reached Cambridge .was three lengths 
ahead, and the race had become a proces- 
sion. 

Cambridge shot under Barnes Bridge 
three and a half lengths in front, and won 
by about six lengths, Oxford, although 
hopelessly beaten, rowed out the course in 
geod form. The official time was 19:32. 
The record is 18:47, made by Oxford, in 
1893, and again by Cambridge in 1900. 

Such a procession failed to elicit any 
enthusiasm from the drenched thousands 
of. spectators. All the Cambridge crew fin- 
ished in good condition. Drinkwater and 
one or two others of the Oxford men were 
somewhat badly done up, but Milburn, the 
American member of the Oxford crew, 
looked as fresh as when he started.

All the men of the Cambridge crew, ex- 
cept Carter, Beale, and Scott, were in last 
year’s boat, but only four of the Oxford 
men—Long, Adams, Milburn, and Drink- 
water—were in the race last year. D. 
Milburn is an American, a son of John D. 
Milburn, a lawyer of Buffalo, N. Y. His 
brother, John’G, Milburn, Jr., rowed in the 
Oxford boat Jast year. : 

The first race between the two universi- 
ties was rowed in 1829 over a two and a 
quarter mile course frem Hamilton to 
Henley Bridge. and was won by Oxford. 
Seven years later the second race was 
rowed’ from Westminster.to Putney, a dis- 
tance of five miles, and was won by Cam- 
bridge. The next four rdces, in 1839, 1840, 
1841, and 1842, were rowed over the same 
course, Cambridge winning the first three 
and Oxford the fourth. 

In 1845 the course from Putney to Mort- 
lake, measuring about four and a quarter 
miles, was selected, and has been used 
ever since. Since 1856 the race has been 
rowed annually. 

The first race in outriggers was rowed in 
1846, and the first race in which either 
university rowed in the presenf style of 
eights, without a keel, and in which either 
rowed with round oars, was in: 1857. Both 
crews used the same kind of oars and 
boats. In 1873 both crews used sliding 
seats for the first time.

GOUROCK, Scotland, April 1—Rain was 
falling over the Clyde this morning, and 
the two Shamrocks remained at their moor- 
ings during the forenoon. At noon the 
weather temporarily cleared and orders 
were issued for the racing sails to be set 
on both yachts. The rain soon again be- 
gan falling, but as a party from Glasgow 
were the guests of Sir Thomas Lipton on 
the Erin the preparations for a racing trial 
were continued. 

A club topsail was set on the cup chal- 
lenger to-day for the first time, and the 
Shamrock I. also sent up a big club top- 
sail. 

As the two yachts were fetching out 
of the shelter of the bay there was an- 
other sudden change in the weather, and 
a-hard, westerly squall staggered the boats 


and laid them nearly flat. A few minutes 
later .the gear of the staysail of the Sham- 
rock I. was carried away, and the sail 
went down with a run. The Shamrock III. 
stood the test handsomely, and both yachts 
set off on what promised to be a splendid 
iresh weather trial. 

All the way down the channel the yachts 
had a hard reaching trial in a strong wind. 
It was the point of sailing in which the 
Shamrock I. had hitherto excelled, but she

This he re- 
fused to take and went away, apparently 
in an angry mood. He went to New York 
that day and the same evening wrote a 
letter to his mother in which he said that 
he and Miss Chusser had. been married 
since last September. He inclosed the 
marriage certificate and said that he and 
his bride were coming to Lakeview to seek 
forgiveness. : 

The bodies of Stothard and his bride 
were found lying in the back yard of the 
elder Stothard’s Lakeview home this ‘morn- 
ing. It is believed that they arrived in 
Lakeview on a late train last night and in- 
tended to beg the forgiveness of Stothard’s 
parents, but that, fearing they would meet 
with a cold reception and be turned away, 
finally decided to end their lives.

THE FUTURE OF SOUTH AMERICA. 

A contributor to The North American 
Review for April who signs his article 
“An American Business Man,” writes 
in no temperate spirit of the political 
sins and incapacities of the people of the 
Latin-American republics, and incident- 
ally of the Monroe Doctrine as “a bar 
to civilization.” From his sweeping 
judgment of condemnation he excepts 
but three—Mexico, Chile, and the Ar- 
gentine. We presume he quite overlooked 
Cuba, which certainly is entitled on the 
showing she has so far made to go upon 
the preferred list. As to all the others, 
and particularly as to Colombia and 
Venezuela, the writer of the article is 
altogether pessimistic. He sees no good 
in them, and apparently cherishes no 
hope that they may develop the capacity 
for orderly and honest self-government. 

It is only because there is reason to 
believe that this article expresses the 
opinion of many Americans who are 
well-informed concerning Latin-Ameri- 
can conditions that it calls for consider- 
ation, .It is, as we have said, not a tem- 
perate piece of writing. For the most 
part this American business man fu- 
riously abuses the governing class in the 
South American republics, a class which 
constitutes about 10 per cent. of thé 
population. It is of mixed blood, usually 
Spanish, negro, and native Indian, and 
the resulting hybrid is in the judgment 
of the writer about the worst possible 
product of racial intermixture. ‘‘As a 
rule, this class is composed of adventur.« 
ers, ambitious and unprincipled military 
men, many outright criminals, others 
Whose lives have been devoted to in- 
trigue and to the machinations for which 
these countries are noted; and, taken 
altogether, it is the most aggressive, pre- 
tentious, good-for-nothing, nondescript, 
villainous, treacherous set of semi-ban- 
ditti which was ever organized on the 
face of the earth, held together by the 
cohesive power of public plunder and by 
the ambition to tyrannize over others.” 
The tyranny here referred to is exer- 
cised in particular over foreign mer- 
chants and the native Spanish families, 
who through the possession of money 
come to be looked upon as the natural 
prey of the banditti. The military chief- 
tains and dictators are not squeamish 
in their demands for tribute. Should the 
victim refuse to pay he may find himself 
locked up in jail, his property confis- 
cated, his family insulted and terrified, 
and even worse things may happen. For 
these reasons, only the hardiest and most 
Germans, Englishmen, or 
Americans are able to do business in 
these “little convulsive republics.” 

The remaining 90 per cent. of the pop- 
ulation is made up of the Spaniards of 
pure blood, probably not more than 10 per 


resourceful 


cent. of the whole; of the peons, who are 
the farmers, laborers, small traders, cat- 
tlemen, fishermen, and mechanics, con- 
stituting nearly 80 per cent., and the few 
native Indians of pure blood, who are 
quite left out of the account. The Span- 
iards, who are persons of cultivation and 
highly civilized, do not mix at all in 
politics. The peons are a spiritless rab- 
ble who take to the woods when trouble 
impends between two rival political and 
military Thus it happens 
that the Blancos, Crespos, and Castros 
have the field to themselves. There is 
no coherent or respectable opposition to 
the adventurer class. The writer of this 
article affirms that such a thing as an 
election under the forms of law is un- 
known in the republics he condemns. He 
estimates the stealings of BLANCO at 
$40,000,000, accumulated in twenty years, 
while Crespo got $20,000,000 in four 
years; and Castro, who five years ago 
was a mule driver, is now ‘‘ supposed ”’ to 
have $10,000,000 laid up in the Bank of 
France. 

This is very reckless writing, of course. 
But when the. writer begins to declaim 
against the Monroe Doctrine as a barrier 
which the United States has thrown 
across the stream of human progress, 
condemning the great continent of South 
America to everlasting barbarism, it 
will be seen at once that he takes a stand 
which is rather European than Ameri- 
can. It is a view, however, that a per- 
son exposed to the highly unfavorable 
impressions of South American civiliza- 
tion which this business man has re- 
ceived, and also quite ignorant of the 
true nature of the Monroe Doctrine, as 
he appears to be, may very naturally 
take and hold. He affirms that the 
South American adventurers and dicta- 
tors to a man look upon the Monroe 
Doctrine as a license to perpetrate their 
outrages and robberies, believing that 
we will not fail to protect them against 
the punishment they deserve at the 
hands of foreigners whom they may have 
pillaged or injured. Undoubtedly there 
is a considerable basis of truth in this 
statement. Continental Europe, at any 
rate, believes it to be true. Knowing, as 
every well-informed American doés 
know, that the Monroe Doctrine is in no 
sense a shield thrown over Latin-Amer- 
ican freebooters, knowing that the doc- 
trine is intended, not for the protection 
of South America, but for the assurance 
of our own peace and safety, we find it 
difficult to understand why the Latin- 
Americans should so misconstrue its 
meaning. Nevertheless, our attitude of 
protest against the Venezuelan demon- 
stration must tend to encourage the be- 
Mef of the adventurers of States like 


chieftains. 


Venezuela and Colombia that we inten 
to stand between them and the penalties 
which their misconduct invites. At any 
rate, the fact is very likely about as The 
North American Review writer states it, 

He exhibits his highly defective under- 
standing of the politics of this hemi- 
sphere when he prescribes as the remedy 
for the evils he points out the co-opera- 
tion of Germany, England, and the 
United States in taking joint possession 
and control of the Latin-American re- 
publics. The United States should at 
least ‘“‘adopt a sane and practical pol- 
icy ’’; and ‘“‘ whether it acts alone or in 
conjunction with other Powers is imma- 
terial.” Of course, it is altogether‘ ma- 
terial.” Action in conjunction with other 
Powers is quite out of the question. But 
that we should act ourselves, that the 
time is coming when we shall be com- 
pelled to act, is a proposition which is 
beginning to receive the sober attention 
of Americans. Here and there the con- 
clusion has already been hastily reached 
that we shall be compelled to assume 
control of such republics as Venezuela 
and Colombia. The natural way, the 
right way, the best solution of the prob- 
lem, would be for the decent and well- 
behaved majority in the convulsive re- 
publics to put the adventurers out of the 
way and elect capable and honest men 
to the offices. That counsel of perfec- 
tion goes to the very root of the matter 
and brings up the fundamental question 
whether these people unaided ever will 
become capable of self-government. For 
three-quarters of a century or 80 we 
have paid no great attention to their 
strifes and revolutions. It is different 
now. Like all the rest of the world we 
turn an attentive ear to the behests of 
commerce. It would be improvident, it 
cannot be allowed that these incorrigible 
mongrels should continue to rule and 
ravage countries of great productive ca- 
pacity and potential wealth. The Cen- 
tral American republics to the south of 
Mexico, and Colombia and Venezuela 
would certainly seem to be marked out 
as countries destined to fall within our 
sphere of influence not long after the 
opening to traffic of the Isthmian Canal.

Doubtless it is desirable that the prac- 
tical workings of this system should 
commend it to the people of the State 
and extend it to other communities ac- 
cordingly. Unfortunately, that result 
can searcely be said to have been reached 
in the most conspicuous case to which 
the new method has yet been applied. 
On the contrary, the findings of Judge 
Mvurpuy in Buffalo in the Burdick mur- 
der case, which take the place of the 
old-fashioned verdict of an inexpert 
Coroner’s jury under an inexpert Coro- 
ner, have all the drawbacks and infirmi- 
ties of “ Crowner’s quest law.” 

Why the Justice should have thought 
it his duty to express his opinion con- 
cerning the conduct of pretty much 
everybody whose name has been men- 
tioned in connection with the case, in 
court or even out of court, by no means 
appears. There is, in fact, probable 
cause to believe that PENNELL either 
committed or instigated the murder, and 
that if he were still alive he would be 
arrested and held for it. But it was by 
no means necessary to exonerate per- 
sons who had not been accused of the 
murder. Still less necessary was it to 
inculpate such persons. In fact, this 
latter proceeding was outrageous. No 
considerate person will severely blame a 
family doctor, under the stress of great 
agitation, for suggesting any explanation 
which would save scandal in a family in 
which he had been a confidential visitor 
and friend, It is true that, reviewing the 
case in cold blood, the theory of suicide 
which the physician in this case suggest- 
ed by way of saving the scandal looks 
perfectly preposterous. But the doctor 
is not likely to lose either friends or pa- 
tients by reason of his well-meant 
though ill-judged and hopeless attempt 
to “ hush the thing up.” 

The attack upon the mother-in-law of 
the murdered man is far more wanton 
and outrageous. The ‘“ Crowner” ac- 
cuses her of not showing enough emo- 
tion on the stand weeks after the mur- 
der, and of not showing zeal enough for 
the discovery of the murderer. He there- 
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fore accuses her of knowing more about 


the crime than she has told. Considering 
that he does not pretend to have any 
evidence which would justify her arrest, 
such an imputation must be regarded as 
@ wanton calumny. It shows “ Crown- 
er’s ‘quest law” not only in its most 
ridiculous but in its most odious light.

THE CRUEL MORTGAGE TAX. 

After the exposure of the certain effect 
of the mortgage tax that has been made 
and was forced home in the hearing at 
Albany, it would be outrageous to pass 
it, and if there had been no such expos- 
ure the tax should not be levied because 
the liquor license tax will produce more 
money than the State needs. 

Exactly how much the liquor tax will 
yield it is impracticable to say, for we 
cannot know how far it will tend to re- 
duce the number of places taxed. But 
whether it is $5,000,000 or $7,000,000, it 
is all that the Governor ‘sought at the 
opening of the session. It may be a good 
tax or a bad one, but it is enacted, and 
nothing more is required. The mortgage 
tax stands on a different footing. It is 
bad in principle, clamsy in method, mis- 
chievous and unequal in effect, and, as 
we have said, totally unnecessary. So 
far as it should prove effective it would 
be double taxation, tending very strongly 
to obstruct the business and embarrass 
the affairs of small borrowers on real 
estate. It would with little doubt act 
most harshly in the farming districts, 
and would therefore be ill-advised as a 
party measure; but that is the concern 
of the Governor and his associates. 
What concerns the public is that the tax 
is an outrage on a peculiarly helpless 
class, and it ought to be prevented.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-——While the German Foreign Office has 
been pleased to accept as adequate the 
acceptance as adequate by President 
ROOSEVELT of Admiral Dewey's queer apol- 
ogy for his genial remarks about the Ger- 
man Navy, the German newspapers have 
not been content to let the episode end so 
quickly, and they are now engaged in giv- 
ing brilliantly sueccessful demonstrations 
of their ability to speak as scornfully of 
our ships as the Admiral did of theirs. 
However it may have been with him, the 
German editors are haughtily indifferent 
to facts and history, and they choose their 
contumelious phrases for looks and sound, 
not worrying in the slightest degree about 
the danger of falling into absurdity. The 
idea that we are a youthful nation is al- 
ways with them, as it is with other Euro- 
peans—though We have seen most of them 
pass through several epochs of construc- 
tion and reconstruction since we set up in 
the business we are still conducting at the 
original stand, and hence the Teutonic 
epithet-hurlers are particularly ready to 
charge our navy with showing the faults 
and weaknesses of immaturity. We are 
doing well enough for our age, they say, 
but we are so dreadfully young! Shades 
of Paut Jones! Let's sec—was it in this 
century or the last one or the one before 
the last that he proved the American man- 
of-war competent to fight with European 
ships in European waters? And where was 
the German Navy then—where, for that 
matter, was Germany, where was the 
French Republic, where were Italy and 
Austria-Hungary? England our ancestors 
knew, and another Spain, and another Hol- 
land, but they had been long in their 
graves before there was a Germany to 
call our navy babyish. 


——Accompanying the news that hence- 
forth organ grinders are to be banished 
from the Back Bay district of Boston, 
comes the statement that the organ grind- 
ers bitterly bemoan their exile because it 
hus been in that very part of Boston that 
the rewards of their melodious labors were 
most generous, This is very puzzling—as 
are sO many things Bostonian to barbarous 
outsiders, If the Back Bay people didn’t 
like machine-made music why did they 
separate themselves from large quantities 
of their small coin when the grinders 
ground, and if they did lke it, why did 
they solicit and obtain the decree of ex- 
pulsion? At first inspection this mystery 
seems dark indeed, but with a longer look 
one gets a glimpse of the New England 
conscience at work in its own peculiar 
way. The residents of the Back Bay really 
did like the hand organs, but they knew— 
having heard it in New York, perhaps-— 
that they ought not to like such music, 
and so they determined to deprive them- 
selves of one of their few enjoyments. And 
they did not trust themselves too far. Only 
by drmving the organ grinders away, far 
and permanently, could the Back Bayers 
be sure that they would not weakly listen 
t> the witching strains, and, having 
listened, weakly pay for them. Virtue by 
statute or ordinance is much admired in 
New England, and nowhere more than in 
Boston. 


——A field of inquiry and _ discussion, 
wholly new and of large extent, is opened 
up by what is destined, we think, to be 
long and widely known as “the Trenton 
flag incident ’’—a minute incident in itself, 
but full of possibilities and significances. 
As.related in our dispatches yesterday, the 
manager of the Trenton branch of Swirt 
& Co. had half-masted the American flag 
over the establishment as a mark of re- 
spect to the deceased head of the house. 
Whether the act expressed much or little 
of personal grief is not stated, and for 
present purposes need not be asked; it was 
an act that has been performed innumera- 
ble times in real or nominal honor of men 
of almost all sorts of eminence, and no- 
body, so far as we remember, has ever be- 
foré objected in a case at all analogous to 
this one. The people who Hive in the vicinity 
of Swirr & Co.'s Trenton branch seem, 
however, to have sensibilities especially 
delicate—developed, perhaps, by the at- 
mospheric peculiarities common to such 
neighborhoods—and they simply couldn't 
endure the spectacle presented by the low- 
ered flag, Under the leadership of one Mr. 
Avuaustus RitpByr—whether of the song or 
not remains to be revealed—they went to 
the manager and informed him that in half- 
masting the flag because a ‘‘mere multi- 
millionaire and trust magnate’’ was dead 
he had filled them with horror, and that 
if the flag were not at the top of its mast 
within a given number of minutes things 
would happen in which the manager would 
have a deeper personal interest than in 
the demise of his employer. The manager, 
who seems not to be made of heroic stuff, 
considered the situation briefly, and— 
hauled up the flag until its position suited 
the views of Mr. Riuey and his friends, 
To express a final opinion as to the rights 
and wrongs in this incident is something 
that cannot be done easily, and should not 
be done quickly. There are a good many 
sides to it. For instance, the manager 
could not have been right both when he 
hauled gown the flag and when he hauled 
it up, and, as for Mr. Ritey, though his 
course was without precedent, and ob- 
noxious to adverse criticism from several 
points of view, yet one cannot but feel, 


his conduct that is in a way justification 
of it. 

——Porto Rico seems to have gone a little 
mad over the President’s daughter, and to 
have welcomed her when she camé, to 
have speeded her when she went, and to 
have entertained her while she was on the 
island, with an effusiveness and enthu- 
slasm that hinted delusion as to just what 
the people of this country do when they 
elect @ man to the highest office in their 
gift. It might have been well if somebody 
had told the amiable and courteous island- 
ers that with us the Presidential glory, 
such as it is, does not extend beyond the 
Presidential person, and that it was more 
than a little absurd to treat a member of 
the President's family, however charming 
in appearance and manner, as if she pos- 
sessed an official status and was there- 
fore a proper object of public @emonstra- 
tions. There is a small element of danger, 
as well as a large one of incongruity with 
republican ideas, in such demonstrations. 
Even an American girl, sensible as most 
of them are and protected by a saving 
appreciation for the humors of a situation, 
might well have her head momentarily 
turned at finding herself treated like a 
FPersonage, and any consequent mistake 
of hers, however trivial in reality, might. 
create misunderstandings from which se- 
rious results would follow. As there has 
not been the slightest hint that Miss 
RooOsEvett did not bear herself with per- 
fect discretion, so far as the Porto Ricans 


. forced her to accept the réle of Personage, 


there is no ungraciousness in discussing 
this delicate matter. Another might not 
be either so wise or so successful in meet- 
ing a really difficult situation, and might 
imperil important governmental interests 
without intending to do so at all, The fact 
is that, though our Presidents, as men, 
have families, they do not have them as 
Presidents, except in certain strictly social 
relations, and, outside of those relations, 
are not officially represented In any way or 
degree by the members of their household, 
The Porto Ricans were so recently Puerto- 
riquefios, with ideas based on the etiquette 
and customs of a Bourbon Court, that they 
can easily be pardoned their present slip, 
but they should not let it happen more 
than a few times more.

Tue New YorK TIMEs is so generally ac- 
cepted as the paper of fine ideals and high 
moral standards in our great metropolis 
that I, as one of its constant readers and 
admirers, was much shocked to see, a few 
days ago, an unequivocal defense of sui- 
cide as the best thing left to a man (or 


woman also, presumably,) who had dis- 
honored his (or her) name. The exact 
words were: ‘The best service that re- 
mained for the friends of the culprit to do 

im Was to leave in his way a pistol or a 
dose of poison.”” And again: ‘‘ Quick sul- 
cide is infinitely preferable in such a case 
to the long-drawn scandal and horror of a 
judicial investigation."’ 

It may be admitted that to a man of 
any imagination and capacities higher than 
those of the brutes a judicial investigation 
of such a crime is no inefficient substitute 
for the torments of hell; but that doés not 
in the least bear upon the moral question 
involved .Any schoolboy has a high 
oneush standard of ethics to ge 
the doing of a wrong action, and then, as 
he would put it, “refusing to face the 
music.” 

The suicide is simply a coward, except in 
those extremely rare instances in which the 
act is committed, in extremity, to save 
another life, as when Sir Walter Besant, 
in the “ Demoniac,”’ pictures a husband 
who, for his wife's safety, deliberately re- 
solves on suicide, because he is the victim 
of an uncontrollable pereditary appetite for 
spirituous liquors, which results in attacks 
of homicidal mania. Even in such a case, 
it is questionable whether a voluntary sub- 
mission to personal restraint would not 
have been the higher ideal of right; though, 
of course, in this instance there was no 
cowardice, 

We cannot too highly guard the ideal of 
personal responsibility and accountability 
for our actions, go or bad. It is pre- 
cisely the happy-go-lucky theory of ex- 
istence that is responsible for so much of 
the unhappiness and crime ,of the world, 
and it should be the aim of all thinking 
people to substitute a firm intent to do 
the right, and when we fail, as, being hu- 
man, we all do at times, to take our pun- 
ishment, no matter how hard, like brave 
men and women rather than _craven cow- 
ards.

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POSTAL DEPARTMENT 
WORRIED BY INQUIRY 


Uneasy Officials Long for Post- 
master General’s Return. 


Investigation Not Conducted with Con- 
sideration for His Friends—Mr. 
Bristow Unearths Some Scan- 
dalous Practices. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—Postmaster 
General Payne is expected to return to his 
desk April 10, and hundreds of clerks in 
the Post Office Department are counting 
days that make up the interval. There is 
an atmosphere of apprehension through- 
out the big department. As one of the old 
clerks said to-day: ‘‘We shut our eyes 
every little while as we think the blow is 
coming. There are investigations to the 
right of us, investigations to the left of 
us, and no tall woods to run to. When Mr. 
Payne comes back he will take a hand in 
this situation, and we shall breathe again.” 

It is known that the investigation which 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General Bris- 
tow is conducting is by direction of the 
President, and Mr. Bristow is subordinate 
to neither the First Assistant Postmaster 
General nor to the Postmaster General, 
who is in San Juan, Porto Rico. 

Postmaster General Payne receives a dis- 
patch daily acquainting him with the lead- 
ing events within the department, but has 
no adequate knowledge of what is being 
done in the investigation. In fact, his 
friends are ignorant of what is going on, 
and the men who are being investigated are 
as much in the dark as the absent Post- 
master General. 

The whole department is being upset by 
inquiry, Mr. Bristow is not limiting his in- 
vestigation to the question whether Mr. 
Machen and Mr. Wynne, the First Assist- 
ant, clashed as to their respective jurisdic- 


tion. He has gone far beyond, and has 
taken hold of many interesting things. 

Mr. Bristow refuses to be interviewed. 
He says he has gone through something 
like this before in unearthing postal scan- 
dals at Havana, and he knows how im- 
portant it is to keep his own counsel and 
not open the door to malelovelent attacks 
which are aimed at him simply because he 
is obeying orders and performing an un- 
pleasant duty. 

It is Known that Mr. Bristow has found 
proof that there were annual assessments 
in the salaries and allowances in the divi- 
sion which collected considerable sums of 
money which went into private pockets 
and were not used for any political pur- 
ose. He has discovered that employes have 
een induced to buy stock in corporations 
formed and conducted by officials of the 
department, and that these purchases of 
stock have much the appearance of as- 
sessments by superiors upon subordinates. 

He has found that under the guise of 
making political assessments large sums ot 
money have been collected in the rural free 
delivery service, and that these amounts 
have not been accounted for as political con- 
tributions. He has also some proof going 
to show that various appliances used in 
Post Offices have been contracted for with 
an understanding that a regular royalty 
should be paid to department officials on 
each appliance. 

Many of the officials under fire afe ab- 
sent from their desks. Several are sick. 
When any one can be found who will dis- 
cuss the situation he will name a dozen or 
mere officials who ‘“‘must go" and then 

ces on to say that In a general shake-up 

ke this the Jjisaster will extend to a num- 
ber of persons who occupy subordinate po- 
sitions and are not to blame, but at some 
time or another have done something under 
orders from a Chief that will be made the 
ground of removal. 

The fact that Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wynne took the initiative in forcing 
the investigation and that he has the Pres- 
ident’s suppert gives the affair a serious 
aspect, Many of the officials who are belng 
investigated are near to the Postmaster 
General. 

Mr. Wynne and Mr. Payne are not in ac- 
cord, and it is not out of reason to expect 
that the Postmaster General will resent 
the liberties that have been taken with 
the department during his absence. It is 
clear that there is bitter feeling on both 
sides, and the President has not quieted 
the factions thus far. On the contrary, 
being impressed with the suspicion that the 
department needed an airing, he has set in 
cperation an inqgviry that can only be ob- 
noxious to the Postmaster General. The 
fact that the Postmaster General and his 
Fourth Assistant are not entirely in accord’ 
and that Mr. Bristow is making the in- 
quiry adds to the interest of the situation. 

Mr. Bristow in prosecuting the inquiries 
has several first-class detectives uder his 
direction, and is following clues to which 
suspicion has not hitherto been directed. 
One of the allegations taken up in the in- 
vestigation is that the influence built up by 
th: rural free delivery service has been 
employed to further miscellaneous legisia- 
tion before Congress under circumstances 
that seem to indicate the work was under- 
taxen on a contingent arrangement for 
conipensation. 


THE TREASURY STATEMENT. 


Figures for Nine Months of Fiscal Year 
Shows Available Cash Increase 
of $45,000,000. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—Nine months 
of the fiscal year 1903 closed yesterday 
with the Treasury holding an available 
cash balance of $222,921,989, a loss during 
the month of $1,621,481. Compared with 
March 31, 1902, the available cash shows an 
increase of $45,000,000. A comparatively 
small sum was contributed to the surplus 
by the operations of the month just closed, 
the receipts having been less than $500,000 
above the disbursements, which were very 
large last month. The appropriations made 
at the recent session of Congress to meet 
deficiencies in former years explains a con- 
siderable portion of the increased disburse- 
ments. 

The total of the gold funds now stands at 
$632,783,826, an increase of $7,000,000 during 
the month. These figures include the re- 
serve fund held to redeem United States 
notes and the trust fund to redeem out- 
Standing certificates. The free gold held 
has risen during the month from $109,651,- 
782 to $126,815,803, an increase of $17,000,000. 

The extent and rapidity with which the 
gold has accumulated in the Treasury the 
past twelve months will be seen from a 
comparison with April 1, 1902. On that date 
the total holdings were $543,346,029, and the 
free gold aggregated $94,858,050. Thus the 
increase in the former is $96,394,773 and in 
the latter $31,957,753. The available cash 
balance now held exceeds phat held one year 
ago by more than $45,000,000, 

eposits in National banks to secure pub- 
lic money show little change since Feb. 28. 
The aggregate now held, including money 
to the credit of United States disbursing 
officers is $400,000 less than one month ago 
but it is $82,000,000 above the amount held 
one year ago, 

The certificates and notes issued against 
deposits of coin show an aggregate decrease 
during the month of $6,000,000. The de- 
erease in gold certificates is $10,000,000, 
which the Treasury gained, while the in- 
erease in silvér certificates is $4,500,000. 
Treasury notes show a decrease of $1,000,- 
000. The aggregate of these three kinds of 
money outstanding Is $845,932,724. 

The receipts for March were $45,435,435, 
against $46,501,414 for arch of last year, 
a decrease of about $1,000,000. The cus- 
toms receipts show an increase over March, 
1902, of $2,000,000, and the Internal receipts 
a es of $8,000,000. 

he expenditures for March were un- 
usually large, aggregating $44,987,387, and 
exceeding those for @ same month of 
1902 by nearly $9, . This is explained 
by the fact that $3,000,000 was drawn from 
the T peUry fOr the relief of the Philip- 
pines, $1,000, to pay Hawaii for damages 
sustained pepresetng the bubonic plague. 
nearly $1,000, to meet deficiencies in the 
postal revenues, and large sums for several 
objects provided for in the general defi- 
ciency appropriation act. 

For the nine months end with March 
81 the receipts were $423,693,400, against 
$419,002,879 for the same nine months of the 
preceding year. The continued increase in 
customs receipts keeps the balance on the 
credit sidé of the Treasu books, From 


this source the incréase was roundly $29,- 
000,000, while the decrease in internal re-

THE ‘MARIE: COLLECTIONS. 


Sales of the Library and Porcelains, the 
Engravings and Miniatures of Peter 
Marie—i!iuminated MSS. and 
Rare Editions. 

The late Peter Marié was a man of culti- 
vated tastes who inherited a sufficient fort- 
une to permit him to indulge them at a 
comparatively early age; but these tastes 
were too many and too scattered to make 
him a coliector in the full sense of the term. 


Until late in life the collector was always . 


second to the man of society. The social 
instinct in him was so strong that much 
time and money, which in a less genial per- 
sonality would have gone to the discovery 
and acquisition of works of art, were spent 
in entertaining his many friends here and 
in. London, in Paris and on the Riviera, or 
in purchasing for friends such rather triv- 
fal objects as ordinary persons in the fash- 
lonab.e world are able to appreciate. 

Mr. Marié had a good deal of tact, and 
was apt to bestow a present that would 
suit the recipient. Unfortunately such gen- 
erosity and such a scattering of interest az 
we find in him do not result in the great 
collections such as the brothers Dutuit, for 
instance, got together. These men had few 
friends or none, and were considered misers, 
if not downright curmudgeons, but the col- 
lections they left the City of Paris show 
what singleness of purpose and indifference 
to the opinion of the world can accom- 
plish when guided by a certain amount of 
hard-headed Norman perspicacity. 

But the late Mr. Marié has been under- 
rated instead of overrated as a collector, 
because he was best known as the owner 
of a collection of miniatures representing 
ladies of his acquaintance, and as this part 
of his collection does not represent any high 
degree of art, the inference was readily 
drawn that the miniatures just about rep- 


resented the standard of his connoisseur- 
ship. This does him great Injustice. Not 
only are his steel engravings, etchings, 
mezzotints and old colorprints worth ex- 
amining, since they contain fine speci- 
mens, but in bookbindings and illuminated 
manuscripts he was a collector in the 
serious sense of the word. Some of the 
Oriental bric-&i-brac, moreover, some of the 
European porcelain and fayence rescue his 
memory as a man of taste from the erro- 
neous impression made by the large num- 
ber of mediocre miniatures of friends 
through which he was most widely known 
in his own city. 

Besides the miniatures that represent his 
whim as a friend of fair ladies, often paint- 
ed by miniaturists of no great talents, there 
were old miniatures in his house which are 
by good artists known or unknown, and 
these have been placed among the objects 
to be sold. Portraits of Lady Charlotte 
Dunscombe and Lady Villlers represent 
the art of Richard Cosway, a British min- 
iatueist of no mean talents, whose little 
likenesses on ivory attain fabulous prices 
at the London auctions. Here also is Cos- 
way’s miniature of Miss Pierson. And 
among the unsigned miniatures there are 
some of the first quality. 

Lovers of snuff boxes and old watches 
cannot afford to neglect the Marié pieces; 
for he secured a number that aré iittle 
works of appifed art, and the same may 
be said of his collection of fans. His books, 
however, are likely to create most stir 
among those who value good and rare edi- 
tions when presented with all the advan- 
tages of the bookbinder’s art. 

lt would be impossible to mention more 
than a tew of the prominent pieces in this 
section of the Marié library. In books, 
also, he was less an eclectic than a buyer in 
many directions. Yet from the Brayton 
Ives sale he secured the beautiful Perrotin 
edition of Béranger (1834-1865) in seven 
volumes, bound by Masson-Debelle, which 
contains 104 vignettes by noted artists and 
Steel plates after designs by Johannot, 
Gigoux, &c., extra colored plates by Mon- 
nier, and music by Béranger, Gounod, and 
Halévy. Here is an uncut copy of the rare 
“Fables Nouvelles,’ by Dorat, two vol- 
umes on large paper, (1773.) Here are nine 
publications by the Grolier Club. The first 
collected two-volume edition of the “ Contes 
et Nouvelles"’ of La Fontaine, (1665-16086.) 
now exceedingly fare, is present in beauti- 
ful bindings by Maillard. Books for which 
$1,000 and upward are paid when they ap-

ound by Meunier, with designs in colored 
enamels on the cover and illustrations by 
Schwabe and Métivet; and the complete 
works of Poe illustrated by Coburn, edited 
by Richardson, published by the Putnams, 
Much higher prices are paid for the bi 
volume with autographs of Napoleon an 
members of his family, printed portraits, 
drawings, documents, &c., bound by 
Thierry. One of the costliest books is the 
Pickering 1836 edition of Walton and Cot- 
ton’s ‘‘ Complete Angler,” originally_in two 
volumes, but extended into six, with bind- 
ings by Marcel, and containing in addition 
to the original plates and vignettes 350 
other engravings. 

From the Crawford collection there ts @ 
quarto containing 100 miniatures by Italian, 
Spanish, French, and Flemish artists of the 
fifteenth and sixteenth cénturies, and 
charming little set of miniatures arranged 
for a breviary of book of hours, with bor~ 
ders quaintly painted with flowers, insects, 
&c., alternating with the pictures, The 
latter are by some primitive who had the 
spark of genius, so delightful is his render- 
ing of different expressions on the faces of 
the little figures from Hély Writ. The 
burders have rever received the writing for 
which they were intended. This little gem 
of the illuminator's art is only 6 inches by 
4. But the collection should be seen, since 
description is useless. 

Along with many objects that have their 
market value but will not tempt the con- 
notsseurs there are many prints, books, 
miniatures that répresent somé idéal to a 
great variety of collectors. It is for them 
to pick the good things and let the rest gn 
to those who buy less for the quality of the 
cbject than for the name of the recent 
owner. 

Tt is certain that if every person to whom 
the late Peter Marié did a service or offered 
a courtesy should determine to get some- 
thing in these salés as a2 memento of him 
the galleries could not hold them.

Ben Jonson, who raised it when he found 

* that his sixteenth century London public 
* @eserted his stuffy old plays because a 
certain newcomer, William Shakespeare by 
‘mame, drew the public to his plays and 
left Ben without the wherewithal for a 
gseacogi fire!’’ Shades of the chronologers! 
Ben Jonson was born just ten years later 
than Shakespeare. and long after Shake- 
Speare was dead Jonson lived and pros- 


pre greatly. Only his first two plays be- 
ong to the sixteenth century, and these 
Were produced by Shakespeare’s company, 
@t Shakespeare's friendly instance, as has 
sometimes been said. Certainly the elder 
oet acted in the first of them, “ Every 
m in His Humour.”” Jonson's famous 
conversation with Drummond, in which he 
censured Shakespeare's art, took place in 
1619, three years after Shakespeare's 
death. His saturnine *‘Ode to Himself,” 
to which, as’ it laments the degeneracy of 
the s e, Mr. Morgan doubtless refers, 
Was written thirteen years after Shake- 
speare’ death, in 1629, on the failure of 
“The New Inn,” which, as Jonson de- 
clared somewhat surlily, was ‘“‘ never acted, 
put most negligently played by some, the 
ing’s servants, and more squeamishly 
beheld and censured by others, the King’s 
Subjects.’ Nor was Ben the earliest 
prophet of despair. In Bacon's “‘ Advance- 
ment of Learning” (1605) occurs a pas- 
page on the popenerecy of morals and of 
the stage. But this by comparison has 
the fresh blush of modernity, A recently 
discovered Egyptian papyrus, which is one 
of the oldest literary monuments extant, 
raises a doleful wail to the effect that 
some thousands of years B. C. the world 
was rapidly sinking into decrepitude.

Un- 
‘ess present plans are changed they will 
leave New York on April 9 for Colon and 
will remain on the Isthmus for several 
months. 

They will be accompanied by Major Will- 
iam M. Black, Corps of Engineers, who has 
just been relieved from command of the 
post at Washington Barracks in order to 
serve under the commission in connection 
with the purely engineering work of the 
canal project. 

Major Black is an expert in sanitary en- 
gineering and one of his duties will be the 
execvtion of a plan for the improvement of 
the sanitary conditions of the canal route. 
He acquired considerable practical knowl- 
edge in that specia) branch of engineering 
while serving as_Engineer Commissioner 
of the District of Columbia and subsequent- 
ly as Engineer Officer at Havana, where 
he initiated improvements which have ‘made 
that city clean and healthful. 

The proposed inspection of the canal 
works and route will be made entirely 
under the auspices of the existing Canal 
Commission, he Panama Canal Commis- 
sion, which will have cuarEs of the actual 
construction of the canal under the terms 
of the act passed at the last session of 
Congress, probably will not be named until , 
after the ratification of the canal treaty 
by Colombia,

PHILIPPINE CURRENCY PLAN. 


Subscriptions Invited for $3,000,000 of 
Certificates of Indebtedness in 
Denomination of $1,000. 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—-Col. Edwards, 
Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, 
to-day issued a circular announcing action 
looking to carrying out the Philippine Cur- 
rency act. It invites subscriptions for 
$3,000,000 of the certificates of indebted- 
ness of the Government of the Philippine 
Islands to be issued in coupon form, in the 
denomination of $1,000, dated May 1, 1903, 
bearing interest at the rate of 4 per cent., 
payable quarterly, and to be redeemable 
at New York in one year after date of 


issue in gola colin of the United States. 
These certificates are exempt from the 
payment of all taxes. 

The Secretary of the Treasury authorizes 
the statement that these certificates of in- 
debtedness will be accepted by the Treas- 
ury Department as security for deposits 
of the public money of the United States 
in National banks whenever further’ de- 
posits may be made, and may at any time 
be substituted for United States bonds 
now held as security for deposit, on con- 
dition that the Government bonds thus re- 
leased be used as security for additional 
National bank note circulation. 


ALASKA A TERRITORY. 


Argument to be Submitted to Gov. 
Brady Urging Appointment of a 
Delegate to Congress. 


SEATTLE, Washington, April 1.—About 
May 1, possibly a week earlier, Volney T. 
Hoggatt, a leading lawyer of Valdez, will 
appear before Gov, Brady, at Sitka, and 
submit a brief, supplemented by argument, 
in support of the contention that Alaska, 


which so long has been referred to as a 
district, is in fact and has been since its 
acquisition from Russia, a Territory of the 
United States. 

Gov. Brady is said to have intimated 
during an informal discussion of the ques- 
tion, that if Mr. Hoggatt makes anythfng 
like as good a legal showing as he repre- 
sents in the premises, he will at once call 
a special election, with the sanction of 
President Roosevelt, for the selection of a 
Territorial Delegate, 

Mr. Hoggatt bases his contention of 
Alaska's right to Territorial recognition 
on a decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States.

No reason is known for her leavirg 
home, though it is supposed she may have 
gone to New York to seek an engagement 
on the stage. 


Chairman Bainbridge of Kings County 
Discusses the Party’s Leadership. 


Chairmdn Richurd W. Bainbridge of the 
Kings County Democratic General Com- 
mittee issued a statement yesterday rela- 
tive to the reorganization of the Demo- 
cratic Party. 

‘““We have had nothing but failure for 
a long time, and-it is right that we should 
seek the remedy, My idea of State leader- 
ship calls for a man of the highest in 
tegrity—and integrity so magnetic gs to 
attract to it similar elements from every 
purt of the State. Such a leader should 
be in touch with the wisest counsel that 
the State can furnish, and always ready to 
seek it and yield to it. 

**He should be willing to serve his party 
at all times, avoiding entangling alliances 
for personal advancement, and_ always 
keeping in mind the fact that there are 
better men than himself. 

“The Democratic Party in New York is 
too large and too dignified to work with 
puppet strings, and the leader who tries it 
will, sooner or later, wear himself out. He 
may control it, but of what use is control 
without victory at the polls? I do not feel 
that the present State leadership is build- 
ing a permanent structure. There appears 
to be at the base a selfish personal ambi- 
tion that is so unintelligent as not only to 
be a menace to success, but an example to 
organization workers, which, if accidental 
victory should come, would lead to early 
defeat. 

“There appears to be unity among or- 
ganization workers, but there is a cloud 
over Democratic leadership, like a cloud 
that hangs over the credit of a merchant 
who has several times failed in business— 
capital gone and credit weak, he cannot 
make headway.” 


STOCK EXCHANGE STRIKE. 


About 200 Mechanics Stop Work on New 
Broad Street Building. 


A general strike of two hundred mechan- 
ics, including electrical workers, sheet met- 
al workers, and laborers, took place yester- 
day at the new Stock Exchange Building, 
on Broad Street, against the alleged em- 
ployment of non-union men to put in the 
telephone booths and stock tickers. The 


strike is directed against the Western Elec- 
tric Company, which had charge of the 
connections, It was expected that the 
building would be finished and ready for 
occupancy by April 22.

As Admiral Bar- 
ker entered his carriage a second salute 
or thirteen guns was fired.

FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


While the movement of prices on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday was highly ir- 
reguiaf, with some issues up and some 
down—though with the larger changes on 
the side of advances—speculative sentiment 
was more confident, and everywhere there 
was a better feeling. At the close of the 
day best opinion was that the market had 
Stood up surprisingly well in the face of 
developments which only a few days ago 
would have had positively depressing effect 
and would certainly have encouraged pro- 
fessional short selling all through the list. 

With scarcely an_ exception, the day’s 
developments were unfavorable., These in- 
cluded the rise in call money,-et one time 
to as high as 15 per cent., with.most of 
the day’s loans at 8 per cent; the court 
order in the Wabash labor case, dissolving 
the injunction there; the fresh evidences of 
growing bitterness in the Union Pacific- 
Scuthern Pacific fight; the announcement 
that the Sub-Treasury had been authorized 
to receive deposits of $1,200,000 to retire cir- 
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culation this month; renewal of liquidation 
in St. Paul and Pennsylvania, and a bad 
break in Colorado Fuel, On the other hand, 
the only hopéful factors. were the fairly 
heavy grain export engagements announced 
and the continued buying of stocks in this 
market for foreign acount. 


Under ordinary circumstances, or in re- 
cent times, the appearance of these many 
unfavorable factors would have given the 
market a temporary chill, if nothing more. 
Yesterday it merely produced dullness. 
There was no weakness, and general liqul- 


dation was conspicuous by its absence. 
Here and there there was pressure of an 
intermittent sort, but In no case except 
Colorado Fuel was this pressure effective 
enough to be noticeable. Even in the cases 
of Pennsylvania and St. Paul, where long 
stock clearly came out, the demand in each 
instance was sufficient to offset this pres- 
sure. 


Of course, in respect to the high money 
rates, there was recognition, as there had 
been on the day previous, that these rates 
could obtain but temporarily, because due 
t9 extraordinary causes soon to be at an 


end. These causes, it is hardly necessary 
to repeat, the withdrawals of funds and the 
shifting of accounts, incident to the April 
disbursements; and the fact that yesterday 
was the date for the $10,000,000 payment 
fur the new issue of the Chicago and North- 
western stock, The Northwestern money 
Was pald over during the day to the com- 
puny by the subscribers to the issue, and, 
because not immediately available in the 
Street, left the banks short of just that 
much cash.

IRON AND METAL TRADES. 


Discussing the condition of the iron and 
metal trades The Iron Age will to-day say: 

From all quarters come the reports of a consid- 
erable improvement in the movement of raw ma- 
terials and of products, and the hope is general 
that that source of worry and loss may soon 
disappear altogether. Aside from the possible 
trouble among the structural fron workers there 
is little danger of any labor troubles along the 
line to the finished rolling. mill product, and it is 
quite evident that the capacity for mischief of 
the leaders of the structural iron workers has 
been much exaggerated. 

‘he event of the week has been the reduction 
in prices made by the Southern Furnace Asso- 
ciation, which includes a considerable number of 
iron companies in Alabama, Tennessee, and Vir- 
ginia, and embraces the largest of them. For 
some time past the official price has been $18.50 
for No. 2 Birmingham, but outside furnaces have 
been steadily underselling, so that $17.50 has 
been done. Now, the association furnaces have 
placed the price at $17.50 for No. 2 Birmingham 
for Western territory and $16.50 for Eastern ter- 

Reports from Cincinnati indicate that 
ther sellers are even now offering at close to 
$17 for that district, 

While there has been some irregularity for 
some time past, the action of the association 
comes as a surprise. However, aside from the 
underselling of other producers, the reasons for 
it are patent enough. In the East the Southern 
irons have for some time past been virtually 
out of the market, which has been supplied by 
Northern furnaces and by foreign pig irons. 
These have, In fact, penetrated far into the in- 
terior, reaching Ohlo River and lake cities from 
the Atlantic ports and entering into Chicago via 
Gulf ports. With No. 2 Southern foundry selling at 
New York at $20.75, there is little margin for 
importers at present prices abroad, but it yet 
remains to be seen whether values in Europe 
will not recede sufficiently to allow importers 
to hold their own to some extent. With the ex- 
ception of the New England tefritory, very little 
foreign iron has been sold for delivery during 
the second half for mete in this country, so 
that it would not take ng before the importa- 
tions would be sharply cut off and we would 
again have our market for ourselves. This, of 
course. apples primarily to foundry pig tron. 
The quantities of low phosphorus and special 
Bessemer, Spiegeleisen, and Ferromanganese pur- 
chased for future delivery abroad are consider-

THE YEAR'S COTTON CROP. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—The Census Bureau 
to-day made public the first annual statement of 
cotton production under the perfhanent organiza- 
tion of that bureau. The statement is made by 
William Stewart, chief statistician of manufact- 
ures, 

It places the cotton production, exclusive of 


linters, for the year at 11,078,882. cammercial 
bales, equivalent to 10,630,945 bales of 500 pounds 
each. The total crop, including Hnters, was 11,- 
275,105 commercial bales, or 10,827,168 500-pound 
bales. The difference in the figures on commer- 
cial bales and 500-pound bales is due to the fact 
that some of the commercial bales. are round 
bales, which contain only pounds, or little 
more than half the weight of the square bales. 

The explanation is made that the figures are 
the result of personal visits on the part of Cen- 
sus Office agents to 32,757 ginneries. The can- 
vass extended until March 28, but at that time 
there was still unginned a small quantity of cot- 
ton. This is estimated at 184,205 commercial 
bales, and these are included in the figures given, 

The production by States in commercial bales 
is given as follows: 

Alabama, 1,011,825; Arkansas, 999,629; Florida, 
67,287; Georgia, 1,509,199; Indian Territory, 409,- 
591; Kansas, 45; Kentucky, 1,308; Louisiana,

GOVERNMENT CROP REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—The Agricultural De- 
partment’s monthly crop bulletin is as follows: 


March weather conditions were generally fa- 
vorable for the growth of grains and grasses in 
all districts east of the Rocky Mountains, but 
outside of New England and portions of the 
Middle Atlantic States and lake region Spring 
work has been retarded by excessive rains and 
other consequent wet soil conditions. On the 
Pacific Coast the weather conditions were gen- 
erally favorable, although it was too cool and 
he sane is two to three weeks late in Wash- 
ington, 

Reports from all sections indicate that Win- 
ter wheat is in very promising condition gen- 
erally. The crop has wintered weil and is now 
making vigorous growth in all sections. Too 
rank growth is reported from limited areas in 
Kentucky and some damage by water on low- 
lands in Maryland and the Lower Ohio and Cen- 
tral Mississippi Valleys. In California Winter 
wheat is in excellent condition, with heavy 
yields indicated from a large acreage. Some re- 
seeding is necessary in scattered portions of 


| Eastern Oregon and some reports of slight dam-

age by freezing are received from Washington, 
otherwise in these States the crop is considered 
in g00d condition, although not especially thrifty 
in Washington. 

Some Spring wheat has been sown In Wash- 
ington, but no seeding has been done In the 
principal Spring wheat States, the soil being too 
for preparatory work. 

The seeding of Spring oats has begun as far 
north as Michigan, but this work has been re- 


| tarded to a considerable extent by wet ground. 


Fall-sown oats are making vigorous growth in 
the Southern States, with excellent prospects, 
although seriously damaged by lice in some por- 
tions of South Carolina. 

Very little corn has been planted north of the

AMORY HAD PLANNED 
FOR A RECEIVERSHIP 


He Refers to Purpose of Recov- 
ering “Stolen Millions.” 


Lawyer Nicoll Asserts He Will Show 


Metropolitan Plot a Stock jobbing 
Scheme—More Cable Cor- 
respondence Read. 


The hearing of William N. Amory’s ac- 
tion against H. H. Vreeland, President of 
the Metropolitan Street Railway Company, 
as the first step in a prosecution for crimi- 
nal libel, was resumed yesterday morning 
before Magistrate Barlow in the Tombs 
Police Court, and though it resulted in 
trashing over again the testimony given 
earlier in the trial, it also threw light on 
the contention from new points of view 

The most important development of the 
@ase yesterday, the fourth day of the 
hearing, was that Mr. Amory’s purpose to 
throw the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company into the hands of a receiver 
through the combined effects of criminal 
Prosecution and civil suits, had been car- 
ried to the point that Mr. Amory and his 
@ssociates in the actions against the Met- 
ropolitan Company in confident anticipation 
of success for their plans, actually had 
begun to figure on and arrange among 
themselves for the distribution of the sal- 
aried places that would be open to them 
after the road was put in a receiver's 
hands. 

In spite of Mr. Amory’s assertion that all 
his vigilance and work in investigating the 
affairs of the Metropolitan Road had been 
in the interest of the public and the stock- 
Nielders and with a view to punishing per- 
sons who Mr. Amory alleged had 
guilty of frauds and dishonesty in the man- 
agement of a great corporation’s affairs, 
it also was proved that some of the investi- 
gator'’s associates in his labor of exposure 
had speculated in the stocks of the Metro- 
politan Company by selling ‘“‘short’’ just 
at the time when the suits for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver were expected to be 
filed, and when there was publication of the 
facts alleged by Mr. Amory concerning the 
mismanagement of the corperation's af- 
fairs. 

The hearing went on again in the 
examination room of the Tombs Court, 
with Mr. Amory, the only witness exam- 
ined so far, again in the chair and De 
cey Nicoll of Mr, Vreeland’ 
inquisitor, aided by Paul 
counsel for the Metropolitan 
way Company. Mr. Amory’s 
Thomas F. Byrne, opposed Mr. Nicoll in 
more than the average number of objec- 
tions to questions, while J. Coleman Dray- 
ton, Mr. Amory’s personal counsel, sat 
close beside the witness and said nothing 
through the entire course of the hearing. 

DETECTIVE BOTHERED LAWYERS. 

When the case was called at 10 A, M. 
Gen. Benjamin F. Tracy Wheeler H. 
Peckham were present counsel for 
James R. Keene and Talbot J. Taylor, as 
they stated to Mr. Nicoll. They attempted 
to hold a conference in the court room, 
Were so annoyed by the efforts of a man 
said to be a detective in the employ of 
the Metropolitan Street Railway Company 
to overhear what they said that they left 
the room. Later they returned, and after 
a short consultation with Mr. Nicoll 
parted on learning that there was no likeli- 
hood of either Mr. or Mr. Taylor 
being called that day. 

The hearing had been in progress but a 
few minutes when the appearance of Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome caused another stir. 
Mr. Jerome, immediately after 
trance, took a seat just under 
istrate’s bench, and on the same 
the room as that occupied by Mr.

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VAULTS IN CITY STREETS.—Justice 
of the Supreme Court has denied to the 
city an injunction restraining the de Pey- 
sters from further maintaining vaults and 

courtyard area in front of the premises 
at the northwest cor.er of Forty-s« 
street and Sixth Avenue. The city 
to have so much the area extended 
beyond five feet from the house line ad- 
judged a nuisance and the vaults declared 
illegal. Justice McCall finds that a per- 
mit was granted for the vault way back 
in 1857, and therefore gives judgment for, 
the defendants. He said in part: The 
conditions which characterize this prop- 
erty, and of which the city is now so 
loudly complaining, are not of recent hap- 
pening, but have existed for upward of

fee therefor. Without entering into any 
discussion of what ordinances may or may 
not be applicable to the issues raised 
herein, I cannot see, if the city has to! 
crated, even if it has not actually license d 
and permitted, the conditions that have ex- 
isted. here for over half a century, that 
any great harm can come from a continu- 
ance of them till the questions involved 
have been “inally determined on the merits 
in an actual trial of the case.”
